Andtilleſchew all circumventiones and deceites, that hes bene done to the Kings Hienes be bringing of 
divers ſignatoures of intefrments, donationes, giftes, conductes, and remiſſiones, and uther ſik letters 
hurtand and tuitchand the King in his caſualitie or propertie : For the ſecluding of the ſamin, his Hieneſſe hes 
granted and conſented be authoritie of this preſent Parliament: That na ik giftes, ſignatoures, remiſſiones, 
reſpettes, conductes, and utheris letters fall paſſe in time to cum, without adviſe and conſent of the Lordes of 
the ſaid ſecreite Councell. And all fik letters to be ſubſcrived be the King , and ſa mony of the ſaid Councel], 
as fall be preſenrfor the time, to the number of ſex perſones at the feweſt, ſittand togidder in Councell, the 
Chancellar beand ane. And gif ony ſik letters be given without their conſents in utherwaies, T hat the faidis 
letters be of nane availe, force, nor effe&, and to have na ſtrength. And that the Chancellar , Privie ſeale, 
and Secretar , anſwere to nane uther letters, bot ſik as beis ſubſcrived, as ſaidis, with the ſaid Lordes of 
Councell. Andin likewiſe the King to be ruled and governed be their Counſelles in the diſpoſitions and giving 
of his Treaſure, filyer veſchel, cheinzies, jowelles, and ucher abuilziements, perteining to his maiſt Noble 
perſon, And this maner of doing to be keiped and obſerved, quhill the time of the nixt Parliament. 


| 13. Of Gold:/mithes. 


A $ Touching the article of Gold-ſmithes, quhilkis layis and makis fals mixture of cvil mertel,corruptand 
the fine mettel of gold and flyer in thedeceipt of our Soyeraine Lord and his lieges, thatgarris make 
and worke gold and filyer, for the reformation and eſchewing of the ſamin : 'Itis now adviſed and conc}uded, 
that na Gold-ſmirh ſall make mixture, nor put fals layis in the ſaid mertelles. And to have knawledge of the 
fines of their warke, that ilk Gold-ſmith have ane ſpecial marke , ſigne and taiken, to be put in his ſaid warke, 

uhilk he makis. And thay ſamin warkes to be of fines'ot the new warkes of ſilver of Bruges. And that 
there be ane Deakon of the Craft of Gold-{mithes , quhilk fall examine the ſaid wark and fines thereof, and 
ſee that it be als gude as the ſaid wark of Bruges. And thereafter the ſamin Deakon to put his marke and 


' figneontheſaid wark, and to anſwer thereupon, upon his life and gudes. And as touching the warke -

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gold, thatirbe maid als fine, wife moken jappſincr ofthe comer; like as the touch and afſaie given 
ro him, quhen itis firſt molten. And nawarto bedelivered in preſence ofthe Deakon': Swathar the 
Kingis lieges be not deceived, and thatit keipe the ſaid fines, as faidis. 


14. CAnent the ſailing of Merchands: Of Bulzzeon.

diſcretion of the ſaidis Schireffes and Commiſſioners, and all uther zeamen of the Realme, betuixt ſextie and 
ſextene fall have ſufficient bowes and ſchiewes, ſword, buckler, knife, ſpeare, or ane gude axe in ſtead of ane 
bow, And thar all Burgefles and indwellers in Burrowes of the Realme, in like maner be anarmed, and 
harniſhed, and mak weapon-ſchawinges, as faid is, foure times in the zeir. And that the Aldermen and 
Baillies be corrected be the Chalmerlane or his deputes, for the' execution of the ſaid thinges. And that all 
men of the Realme baith to Burgh and to Lande, Spiritual mennis ſervandes, and Temporal, be weill 
purvaied of the faide harnes and weapones be the feaſte of Midſemmer nixt to cum , quhilk fall be the day 
of weapon-ſchawinges, under the paines followand, that is to ſay, of ilk Gentle-man that defaults atthe 
firſt weapon-ſchawinges, fourtie ſhillinges, and at the ſecond default, uther fourtie, and at the thrid defaule, 
ten pound. And alſmeikle als oft-times as he defaultis thereafter. And of ilk bow-man at the firſt faultren 
ſhillinges, art the ſecond ten ſhillinges, and at rhe thrid, fourtie ſhillinges. And fa foorth als oft-times as 
he beis foundin faltiſe thereafter , nk ſhillinges. And after the facultie of their landes and gudes, that 
everic man be furniſhed & harniſhed in his bodie with quhit harnes brigantines, or gud jacks, with ſplentes 
and glooves of plait and weill horſed brats to their lands andyudes, be the diſcretion of the Schi- 
refke, Commiſſioner or Officiar foreſaid. 


32. Fute-ball and Golfe forbidden.

their ſufficiencie and knawledge. Andals tak inquifition , how they have demained them, and of 
fame. And the perſons, that they finde culpable, that they deprive them of their offices, and punilh 
them for their faults, according to Joir demerits : And the perſons that they finde acceptable, that they 
ſend them with their writinges tothe Kingis Hieneſſe, quhilk fall depure certaine perſons to examine them 
Andgifthey begainand, to make them Regal, if they be not maid Regal of before. And als, that tht

24. To whome Sacraments appertame. 


E Confeſſe and acknawledge, that Baptiſme appertcinis aſweill ro the infants of the ſaithfull , as unto 
Vy them that be of age and diſcretion, and ſo we damne theerror of the Anabaptiſts , who denies baptiſme 
to = to Children, before that rhey have faith and underſtanding: bot the Supper ot the Lord, we 
conte{le to appettaine to ſik onely, as be ot the houthald of Faith, and caa trie and examine themſelves, alſwell 
in theirfaith, as in their dewrie towards their Nichtbouris. Sik as cate and drink at that haly 1 able without 
faith, or being atdiſſenſion and diviſion with their Brethren ; do eat unworthelie : And therefore itis that 
in our Kirk, our Miniſters take publick and particular examination , of the knawledge and converſation of 
{ik, as are tobe admitted to the Table of the Lord Jeſus. 


25. Of the Ciuill Magiſtrate. 


E Confeſle and acknawledge Empyres, Kingdomes, Dominiouns, and Citties, to be diſtin&ed 

W and ordained be God: the powers and authorinie in the ſame , be it of Emperours in their Empyres, 
of Kings in their Realmes, Dukes and Princes in their Dominions, and of uthers Magiſtrates in the Cirties, 
to be Gods haly ordinance, ordained for maniteſtarioun of his awin glory , and for the ſingular profite and 
commoditie of mankind : So that whoſoever goeth about to take away , or to confound rhe haill ſtate of 
Civile policies, now long eſtabliſhed : we affirme the ſame men, nor onely to be enimjes to mankinde, 
bur alſo wickedly to fecht againſt God his expreſſed will. Wee farther confeſſe and acknawledge, that fik 
perſouns, as are placed in authoritie, ar to beloved, honoured, feared, and halden in moſt reverenteſti 
matioun : _ that they are the Licutennents of God, in whoſe Seſſiouns, God himſelf dois fit , and 
Judge: zea, even the Judges and Princes themſelves, to whom be Godis given the ſword, to the praile 
and defenſe of gude men, and to revenge and puniſh all open maletators. Mairover to Kings, Princes, 
Rulers and Magiſtrates. wee affirme that chieflie and moſt principallie rhe conſervation and purgation of the 
Religioun appertaines, ſo that nor onlie they are appointed tor Civill policie, bot alſo tor maintenance of 


the trew Religioun, and for pp—_ of Idolatrie and Superſtitioun whatſoever. As in David, Joſs 
2 curon-17- phat, ESechias, Foſias, an 


uthers highlie commended for their zeale in that caice, may be eſpyed. And 
therefore wee confeſſe and avow,, that (ik as reſiſt the ſupreme power, doing that thing quhilk appertainsw 
his charge, do reſiſt God his ordinance: And therefore cannot be guiltles. And Gander we affirme, that 
whoſocyer denies unto them ayde, their Counſell and comfort, quhiles the Princes and Rulers vigilantly 
trayell in execution of their office , that the ſame men deny their help, ſupport and Counſell to God. quha 
be the preſence of his Lieu-tennent, dois crave it of them. 


26. The quifteafreelie gruen to the Kirk. 


LBEIT That the word of God trewly preached, and the Sacraments richtlic miniſtred, and Dif 
cipline executed , according to the word of God, be the certaine and infallible Signes of the trew 
Kirk, we meane not that everie particular perſon joyned with ſik company , be ane Ele& member of CHRIST 
JESUS: For we acknawledge and conicfſe, that Dornell, Cockell, and Caffe, may be fawen, grof 
and in great aboundance lie in the midſt of the Wheit, rhatis, the Reprobate may be joyned in the ſocietic 
ofthe Elect, and may externally uſe with them the benefites of the word and Sacraments. Bot fik being 


.:o, bot temporall profeſſoures in mouth , bot not in heart, do fall backe and continew not to the end. And

F OR remeidquhairot, atrour and beſide the lovables Lawes and coriſtitutions 
lreadie maid, in this behalfe: Quhilk OUR SOVERAINE LORD, with adviſe of his three 
Eſtaites, ratifies and apprevis be thir preſentis: Ir is ſtatute and ordained, thar the firſt day ofeverie 
Moneth inthe zcir , gifirbe lauchfull, and failzicng thereof, rhe nixr lauchfull daie, immediatlic follow- 
- o fall be2 ſpecial and peremptour diet for his =_ Councell, to conveenc and fit, baith inthe fore-noone, 
and after-noone: For receiving, hearing, anlwering, anddirecting of all complaintes, cauſes and maters,

Siklike 
andals freelie in all reſpects as ifthe proceſle and doome of forefaultrie had never bene led, deduced nor 
pronounced againſt the ſaid Jobne ſometime Earle of Gowree in mrs Parliament. And als notwith- 
ſanding the ate made in his Heighnes Parliament halden at Edinvurgh the aught day of June the you 
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of God 1594- yeares, annulling the Acts of Parliament, made in favours of yaſfals, of perſons foref; 
To the whilk "4 , andall others a&s, ſtatutes, or conſtitutions, made ar ony time of before, and mags o 
tobemade, inthis preſent Parliament, thir preſents makes and ſhall make full derogation : andthat 41, 
nerlie in favours of the ſaids perſons, who, or their Prediceſſours held lands , heritages, and others forekag 
of the ſaid umquhile Fohne ſometime Earle of Gowrie, or his Prediceſlours, as faidis. The foreſaidsy 
and every ane of them payand to his Majeſtie , and his Succefſours, or any others their next immediat ſyge. 
riours, forilk twentie ſhilling land , whilk they held of before of the ſaid Earle of Gowre, ren pounds mone; 
of this Realme betwix and Whitſonday next to come, for compoſitiorr. 


4. eAnent invading and per ſewing of Counſellers. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Efſtaites of this preſent Parliament, underſtanding tha. 

verſe of the Lords of his Heighnes Secret Counſell and Seſſion, and others of his Heighnes Officzn 
for the diſcharge of their bounden Juerie in his Heighnes ſervice, incurres the haitred, indignation, male 
and feed of ſundrie perſons , who often-rymes quarrels them, without any juſt cauſe. Therefore, $ 
and ordeines, that what-ſom-ever perſon in tyme comming , invades or perſewes any of his Hieghnes $egj 
on, Secret Counſell, orany his Heighnes Officiars, it being verified and tryed, that any of the Ride Coun. 
ſellers, Seſſioners and Officiers, was perſewed and invaded for doing of his Hieghnes ſervice, ſhall 
puniſhed to the death. | 
5. Anent Purpriſion im the Kings Commonties. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Eſtaites of this preſent Parliament, confiddering thathi 
Heighnes, and his Heighnes Predicefſours, for the helpe and relecf of his poore commouns, in 6. 
verſe parts of this Realme, hes reſerved great quantitie of Moores, and others common lands, nowyſe df. 
poned in propertie, to any particular perſon. Notwithſtanding whereof diverſe perſons , hes riven our, parked, 
tilled , ſawne, and laboured great portions of the ſamin commonties , without any right of propertie 
tenttothem, to the prejudice of his Heighnes , and utter wrack of the poore tennents and commons of 
Realme. Therefore, Statutes and ordeines that all perſons, who hes tilled, laboured, fawne, parked, 
incloſed, or appropriat any part or portion of his Majeſties common Moores, , or others commonties , he. 
langing to his Heighnes, within the memorie of man ; the ſamin being tryed, either by way of moleſtation, 
or by the Lords of the Seſſion, that they within yeare and day , after the ſaid tryell, lay in the ſamin com- 
monties againe: to the effec the ſamine may remaine unlaboured or parked in any time thereafter ; buttore- 
maine as commontie, ſiklike and in the ſamine maner as it was before the ryving out or parking thereof. And 
if they failie todoe the ſamine, within the ſpace foreſaid, lawfull _ being rane therein, as faidis, they 
all be decerned to haye committed purpriſion. And ſiklike, O UR faid SOV ERAIGNE LORD, 
and Eſtaits foreſaids, ſtatutes and ordeines, that wha-ſoevyer in tyme comming , ſhall till, labour , manure, 
ſaw, parke, incloſe, or appropriat any part or portion of his Majeſties common Moores, or others his 
Hieghnes commonties. (The famine being ſufficientlie tryed in maner foreſaid) ſhall be alſo decernedtohaxe 
committed purpriſion, and puniſhed therefore contorme to the Lawes, uſe and conſuerude of this Realme, 
obſeryed of al in matters of purpriſion. 


6. Anent Bearers and Schutters with Hagbuts and Piſtolets. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, underſtanding that calling and perſewing of bearers, wearers& 
©, Schutters with Hagbuts and Piſtolets and others ingynes of fire-wark before his Juſtice and his deputes, 
breeds ik trouble to parties and afſiſours, and ſik difhicultic in the tryell, that often-rymes innocent perſons, 
are thereby vexed, and fik as are guiltie eſchewes their due puniſhment, by declyning of the aſſiſours, thatheſ 
knawes the yeritie of the fact, and other (ik —_ and delayes of lawfull tryell. For remeed wheres, 
his Heighnes with adviſe and conſent of his Eſtaits of Parliament, Statutes and ordeines, that the Bearersand 
Wearers of Hagbuts and Piſtolets, and others ingynes of fire-wark, who hath neither commitred Mauchter 
nor mutilation, nor other odious violence there-with., bur onely borne and worne them upon their perſons 
or in their companies, contrair his Heighnes Lawes, and Acts of Parliament , may be cither 
criminallie before the Juſtice and his deputes, according to the Cuſtome heretofore obſerved , or be- 
fore his Heighnes, andthe Lords of Secret Counſell, upon lawtull probation of witnes, or cath of parte, 
at the option of his Heighnes Theſaureror Advocat. Provydingalwyſe, that fik as ſhall be perſewedbefore 
his Heighnes, and Lords of the Secret Counſell, and tryed by probation of witneſſes, guilty of any ofthe 
ſaids crymes, ſhall notincurre the corporall punithment preſcryved by the former Acts, be ampuration 
of the right hand, but onely to be puniſhed by warding of their perſons, eſcheit of their goods movable 
or payment of {ik a pecunjall penaltie and ſumme of money, as his Heiglines and- Lords of his Seat 
Councell hall decerne ; but prejudice any wyſe of the execution of the former Acts of Parliament , againſti 
as ſhall be criminallie perſewed, convict and found guilty by a condigne afſiſe before his Heighnes and Juſtice 
| mu or his depures foreſaids, incaſe his Majeſtie like rather that they be perſewed criminally before the Ju- 
ice, ner before the Secret Counſell. And farther, his Heighnes and Eſtaits foreſaids, annuls & diſcharge 
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licences given by his Majeſtic, for bearing and wearing of Hagbuts, Piſtolets and others ingynes of fire-wark. 
And ſtatutes and ordaines, that na licences ſhall be granted in ryme comming to no perſons for bearing and 
wearing ofthe ſamine , except that the ſamine licences be graunted by his Heighnes, and Lords of ſecret 
Counſell fitting in Councell : And when the ſamine licences areſagraunted , ct the ſamine licences to 
pay compoſition to his Heighnes Theſaurer, and pals his Regiſter, and to paſſe the Signer and haill ſeales; 
and decernes and declares all licences not graunted in Counſell, and whilk ſhall notpay compoſition and 
"rs the Signet and haill ſcales, as ſaid is, tobe null and of nane ayaill. And notwith anding thereof, the 
ai 


ds perſons to be accuſed, contorme to this preſent at, and aRts of Parliament made of before. 


7. Explanationof the atts of Parhament anent Ocker and V/arie. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, Withadviſe and conſent of the Eſtaites , ratifies and approves the 
acts of Parliament made againlt Uſurie and taking of unlawfull annuel-rent or profite for filver in all 
ynts, according to the tenour of the famine. And becauſe the obſcurity of the a&t of his Majeſties fiftenth 
Parliament, titulat, Iris notleſome to rake mair annuel-rent or profite nor tenor the hundreth, anent the 
maner of tryell and probation of the ſaid cryme by eath of =-_ , andall other Jawfull probation conjoyned 
there-with, competent of the Law, hes bred fic difticultie in perſute and deciſion of the ſaids cauſes, that 
Juſtice thereby hes bene greatlie fruſtrar, and the contravciners of the ſaid act altogether unpuniſhed. 
Therefore his Majeſtie with adyyce and conſent foreſaid , ſtatutes and ordaines that in al actions alreadie 
intended , dependand, or hereafter to be intended againſt contraveiners of the ſaids a&ts, Litiſconteſtation 
being made therein , by admitting of che ſummonds to probation, it ſhall be leſome to prove the ſaids ſum- 
and contraycining of the ſaids atts, or any ofthem anent the taking of unlawfull and exhorbitant pro- 
fite, forſummes of money, by writte or eath of partic , receayer of the aid unlawfull profite, and be the 
witneſſes inſert in the ſaid ſecuritie, made for the ſaids ſummes , without receaving of the eath of the partie, 
giver ot the ſaids unlawfull profites, for eſchewing of all occaſion of perjurie, whilk might be ſuſpected to 


proceed there-upon. 


8. Anent diſſolution of the Coal-heughs of the propertie, and lands where demoliſhed 
ſtrengths and Caſtels were builded of auld. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, underſtanding that the ground & boundes where diverſe Caſtels, 
Strengths and Forths perteining to his Majeſties moſt noble Progenitours, were of auld firuar, is now 
altogether moſt deforme and unprofitable to his Majeſtie, the ſaids Caſtels and Forths being ſa demoliſhed, 
thatthere remaines no kynde of building therein, either for ſtrength or dwelling to his Majeftie. As lyke- 
wyſe, that his Heighnes Coal-heughes within the boundes of his annexed propertie, being unhabile to be 
wrought, without adyanccment of great expenſes, are ſa neglected thar his Majettie neither receavis furni- 
ruce of coales to his Heighnes houſe thereby , nor any other profite or commoditie of the ſamine. For 
remeed whereof, OUR ſaid SOVERAINE LORD, withadvyſeand conſent of his Eſtaites of Par- 
lament, ſtatutes and ordaines that it ſhall be leafome to his Heighnes, to ſetr all and fundrie the lands and 
bounds with the pertinents , where-upon any of the ſaids auld demoliſhed and unhabitable Caſtels and Forths 
were ſituated ; together with the Medowes. and Loches belanging thereto, and Coal-heughs being within 
the boundes of his annexed propertie, in ftew-ferme heritablie. So that it be not in dimunition of his Heighnes 
Rentall, Greſſum or others dueties, butin augmentation thereof. And to that effe&, with conſent fore- 
faid, makes prefent diſſolution thereof. And that the lands, Medowes, Loches, Coal-heughes, and 
othersſerby his Majeſtie , by vertue of this A& in maner foreſaid, ſhall ſtand perperuallie, w. after his 
deceale, the annexations made before to returne againe to the awne nature. Sa that his Succeſſours, after his 
deceaſe, ſhall have na farther power to annalie nor wodſer in few any of the ſaids lands, boundes, Loches, 
Medowes, Coat-heughes , and others foreſaids, nor they had before the making of this preſent diſſolution. 
And his Heighnes and Eſtaites of Parliament, declares that the foreſaid diſſolution ſhall nowyſe hurt nor 
prope Alexander Lord co his rights, whilks he hath to the Coall of Bonztowun beſide Lithgow, and 
is right that he hath to the Cattel of B/acknes, with the greines and pertinents belanging thereto. 


CAT anent cunyie and Bullion: 


OL R SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Eſtaites of Parliament, having atlength reaſoned anent the 
ſtateof the Cunyie, as the ſamine is preſently current within this Realme declates, thatinthis preſent 
Parliament, they will on no wyſe alter the fynnes nor pryces of the Cunyie, cither of gould or filyer; bur 
that the ſamine have free paſſage and courſe hereafter as it preſently gives. And becauſe hisMajeſtie and 
Eſtaites underſtands thar there is great ſcairſitie of Cunyie for the tyme within this Realme. Therefore, hes 
en power and commiſſion to the Lords of his Heighnes ſecret Counſell, for ordour taking anent the hame- 

ing of Bulyeon for furniſhing ofthe Cunye-houſe, and diſcharging rhe tranſporting and away taking of 

, filver and other forbidden geare, under the paine of puniſhing of their bodies and goods, according 
tothediſcretion ot the ſaids Commiſſioners. Whereby the Countrie may be furniſhed with aboundance of 
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Cunyic of ik fynnes and pryces as theſamine preſentlie gives, and hes paſſage within this Realme, ayy 
theſe preſentsro be publiſhed ro all OUR SOVERAIGNE LORDS Lieges. 


xo. Af anent the ſalting aud tranſporting of herring. 


HE Kings Miajeſtie with the advyce of the Eſtaites of this preſent Parliament, ſtarutes and Q, 
o |þ daines, that na perſon nor perſons , alſwell ſtrangers as native borne ſubjects of this Realme, take 
hand to buy, pack, peill, ſalt, barrell, or yer tranſport foorth of this Realme, any herring in ſmall or preg 
quantitie at any tyme before Michael-mes yearlie; bur to ſuffer the famine to be brought to publick marcer 
and there ſauld to all his Heighnes Lieges, upon reaſonable pryces, without attempring any thing in the 
contraire thereof, under the paine of confiſcation of the ſamine herring, barrels, ſhippes aud veſhels; andef 
all the reſt ofthe movable goods of the perſons, contravyeiners hereof in any poynt , The thrid partofthy 
ſamineto the apprehender, and the reſt to his Majeſties uſe , to be intrometred with by his Heighnes Con 
roller, and fik as he ſhall givepower and commiſſion to for that eftect. And ſtatutes and ordaines, thatng 
licences be granted hereafter for packing , peilling, ſalring and tranſporting of herring before the tyme fore. 
ſaid; except the ſamine licences be graunted with conſent of the Counſell ſitting in the Councell, Ang 
after the praunting of the ſaids licences, ordaines the ſamine to paſſe the Signet and haill ſeals, otherwyſg 
declares . ſamine licences to be null and of nane ayaill. 


11. Slaying of Salmond m forbidden tyme, to be ane cryme of thift in tyme comming. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Eſtaites of Parliament , ſtatutes and ordaines, that the ſlay. 

ing of Salmond in forbidden tyme, orof Kipper, Smolts, or fik black fiſhe atany ryme, ſhallbeig 
all ryme comming, ane cryme of thift ro the commitrer whatſomever in all ryme comming ; and ſhallhs 
puniſhed as thift in every qualitie, according tothe commitrers rank and eſtate. Exceptand alwyſe forthe 
this preſent a&, the Salmond, Kipper, Smolts, and all other fiſhes {lane or tane within the rivers of 
Anand and T weed allanerlie. 


| tz. eAnent ſimcular Combats. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and E{taites of this preſent Parliament, conſiddering thegrex 
() libertie that ſundrie perſones takes in provoking of others to ſingular combats, upon ſuddaine and 
frivole quarrels whilk hes ingennered great inconvenients within this Realme. 
Therefore, ſtatutes and ordaines, (um no perſon in tyme comming, without his Heighnes licence fight any 
ſingular combat, under the paine of death, and his movable geare eſcheat to his Heighnes uſe. And the 
yoker to be puniſhed with a more ignominious death nor the defender, at the pleaſure of his Majeſtie. 


13. eAnent Hornings. ( 


O UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Eſtaites of this preſent Parliament, conſiddering thegreatex: 
penſes and fatherie the Lieges of this Realme ſuſteines, by ſecking of a Notar and foure witneſſes, to 
the regiſtration of all letters of Horning , Relaxations, Inhibitions and Interditions, in the Schirefles, 
Baillies or Stewarts bookes within this Realme. And als ſuſteins great delay by ſeeking of the Clerks wha 
ſhould regiſtrat the ſamine. 

Therefore OUR SOVER AIGNE LORD, and Eftaites foreſaids, diſcharges thar part ofthea 
of Parliament made in the Moneth of December 1 597. yeares, anent the regiſtration of the ſamine letters of 
' Horning, Relaxation, Inhibition and Interdition , before a Notar and witneſſes. And decernes andde- 
clares the ſamine letters whilks arc or ſhall be regiſtrat in the ſaids Schireftes, Baillies or Stewarts bookes 
the Clerk thereof. Orby the Clerk of Regiſter and his deputes, in the bookes of Counſell, ſhall be ali 
and ſufficient in the ſelfe, and ſhall make Lich injudgment or out-with in all tyme comming. 


14. The neglizence of the Kings Officiars may be ſupplied by their ſucceſſours. 


Oo UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, andEſtaites of Parliament, ſtatutes and ordaines, that the ſleuth 
and negligence of any of his Heighnes officiars, in the perſewing or defending of any of his actions 
cauſes in any tyme by-gane or to come; ſhall nowyſe be prejudicial or hurttull ro his Heighnes, but that he 
and his officiars, ſucceſſours in that office, may withour any ordour of reduction, and by way of exceptio 
or reply, uſe and propone all and ſundrie exceptions, replyes and defenſes competent of the Law, whilks 
were willinglie or negligentlie omitted by their prediceſſours. And thereby ſupplie whatſomever thing that 
hes bene neglected or amitted by the ſaids prediceſſours. To the effe&t, that his Heighnes and his Crowne 
no wyſe hurt, nor prejudged by negligent Officiars, and the benefite of his Lawes may be competent to him 
at all rymes when it ſhall pleaſc him and his officiars to craye and uſe the ſamine.

AUR SOVERAIGNE LORD, with conſent of the Eſtaites of this preſent Parliament, ſtatutes 
Ou ordaines that na perſonnor perſons, take upon hand in tyme comming to tranſport forth of this Re- 
ame; orinbring within the ſamine any forbidden or uncuſtomed goodes under the payne of tynſell of their 
moyable goodes thar ſhall happen to come in the contrare hereof. 'Thatis to ſay , the ſaids forbidden and un- 
that ſhall happen to be taken and apprehended, to apperteine as eſcheafro OUR SOV E- 
RAIGNE LORD, andtobeintromerted with, and up-taken by his Heighnes Comptroller, and compr 
thereof to be made by himin the Checker , and the remanent of the moyable goodes and geare perteining to 
the contrayeiners of this preſent a& , to be eſcheat for their contemption by OUR SOV ERAIGNE 
LORDS Theſaurer. For the whilk he fall be lykewyſe obliſhed ro make comprin all tyme comming, 
Anddiſcharges all licences alreadie granted to thar effe&t, and that no licence paſſe hereafter , except the 
famine be palt in Counſell, and palſe the haill Seales, and pay compoſitionto his Heighnes.

thisRealme, andeſtabliſhed by the Lawes of the ſamine ; and all a&ts, conſtitutions and immunities made 
andgraunted to the famine, alſwell in his Heighnes minoritie as ſince his perfite age. And ordaines the 
{amine to be put to execution in all poyntes, againſt all perſons wharſomeyerin all rtyme comming. 


I7. Aet anent non Communicants. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, with adyyceof the Eſtaires of this preſent Parliament, Ratifies, 
roves and confirmes the Act made in the convention of the Eſtaites at Haly-rude-bouſe , the - 
day of October, the yeare of God x 598. anent non Communicants , whereof the tennour followes. F OR- 
SAMEIKLE asby diverſe and ſundrie loyable Actes of Parliament, made by his Heighnes, and hisum- 
whyle Mother of good memory , ſince the reformation of the Religion. Ir is ſtature and ondained,: that all 
his Heighnes ſubjects ſhould embrace the Religion preſently profeſſed, alſwell by hearing ofthe word, as 
participation of the Sacraments. Notwithſtanding whereof, ſundrie perſons of the Realme abſteins from 
thereceaving of the Communion and Lords Supper, prerending an excuſe of rancour and malice that they 
haveintheir myndes, againſt ſome of their Neighbours, bearing them ar deadly feed. Alledging folong 
astheſamine rancour remaines with them , and they nowyle reconciled with their ſaids Neighbours, that 
they can not worthelie receave the ſaids Sacraments, and can not juſtly be burdened by the Miniſtrie todoe 
theſamine, Whilk pretended excuſe is nothing but a cullour and clock to cover their Papiſtrie, whilk is the 
onely cauſe of their abſteining to communicat. And in fo far as by the acts of general Aſſemblie, itis found 
that deadly feed can be no lawfull cauſe why any perſon ſhould debar himſelte trom the Seales and Sacraments 
ofhis Communion with Chriſt. | 
Therefore his Heighnes with advyce of the Eſtaites preſentlie conveined, hes ſtatute andordained ,. thar 
all his Heighnes ſubjects ſhall communicat once every yeare; and ſhall no wyſe pretend any excuſe of deadly 
ſeade, rancour or malice to appeare towards their neighbours. And when ever it ſhall happen any to ab- 
ſteine or debar himſelfe fromthe participation of the ſaid Sacrament, upon the pretence of the ſaid excuſe, or 
any other cauſe wharſomeyer, they being firſt lawfully requyred by their Paſtor or Presbyrerie to doe the 
ſamine; that then they ſhall be altri&ed to pay the particular penalties under written, enjoyned to them, 
andthatto his Heighnes Theſaurer. Thatistoſay, every Earle ſo oft as he ſhall contravene the premilles, 
athouſand pounds. Every Lord, athouſand markes. Every Barron, five hundreth pounds. * Every Free- 
halder, three hundreth markes. Every Yeoman, fourtie pounds. And every Burges according tothemo- 
dfication of the Kings Majeſtic and Lords of ſecret Counſell. Whilkes paines, the ſaids Eſtaites hes or- 
dained OUR SOVERAIGNE LORDS Theſaurer, tocxecute withall extremitie againſt the con- 
wayeiners hereof, and to intromet there-with to his Heighnes uſe.

firſt day of Apryle 1600. yeares. Anentthe Jeſuirs, Seminarie Preiſts, excommunicat and ing Papiſts, 
common enemies to all Chriſtian Governement, whereof the tennour followes. For-ſameikle, as by diverſc 
Actes and Proclamations made and publiſhed heretofore, all Jeſuits, Seminarie Preiſts, excommunicat and 
traffiking Papiſts, common enemies toall Chriſtian Governement, are ſpecially commanded to depart and

Forremeed whereof, itis ſtatute and ordained by his Majeſtie, and Lords of his Heighnes ſecret Chg, 
cell, that wharſomeyer Jeſuites , Seminarie Preiſts, excommunicart and traifiking Papiſts , preſent! bein 
within this Realme ; or that ſhall happen to be within the ſamine , ſhall immediatly after their delationyjg 
Majeſtic, be taken and apprehended by ordinar Magiſtrars of the bounds where they refort, and comming 
to warce, ay and whill they be converted to the Religion, removed and put out of the Countrie, of 
puniſhed according to the tennour of the faids atts. So that alwyſe the benefite of the a&t of Parli 
ranting to other Papiſts the ſpace of fourtie dayes to ſatisfie the Kirk, or to remove of the Countrie;

Whilks paines the ſaids Eſtaty 
hes ordained OUR SOV ERAIGNE LORDS Thefaurer to exact with all extremitie againſt th 
contrayeiners hereof, and to intromet there-with to his Heighnes uſe; 


r9. Ratification of the att anent ſtrong and idle beggers. 


\ UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, withadvyce of the Eſtaites of this preſent Parliament, ratif 
and confirmes the at made by his Heighnes and Eſtaites cotyeined at Perth the firſt day of A 
laſt by paſt, againſt ſtrong andiidle beggers ; whereof the tennour followes. The Kings Majeſtic Mr 
of ſecret Counſell, remembring how there hes bene diverſe gude and loyable acts of Parliament and fect 
Counſell, made and publiſhed heretofore, for puniſhment of ſtrong and idle beggers, and releef ofthe 
poore and impotent. And how the ſaids acts hes received litle or no cffe&t, or execution by the oy 
and negligence of the perſons, who were nominat Juſtices and Commiſſioners, for putring of the ſaids at 
tofull and due execution; And that : here was not a ſpecial penaltie , appoynted and enjoyned to them, why 
ſhould be remiſle and negligent therein. So that the ſtrong and idle eggers being for the molt parttheerg, 
bairds and counterfitre limmers, living moſt inſolenthie and ungodly , without mariage or Bapriſme ofagea 
number of their children, are ſuffered to vaig and wander throughout the haill Councrie , and the pooreand 
impotent perſons are negleted, and no care had, nor proviſion made for their enterteinement and ſuſtens 
tion. Forremeed whereof, and ſupplie of the ſaids acts, and namely of the act of Parliament madeinthe 
| yeare of God 1597. Whereby the execution of the acts of Parliament, is committed to the particuly 
Seſſions of the Kirk , It is ſtatute and ordained by the Kings Majeſtic, with advyce of the Lords of hisſeaet 
Counſell, that the ſaids Seſſions of the Kirk, where needis, ſhall be aſſiſted by ane or twa of the Pregbyte- 
ries; and that they ſhall put the ſaids acts to full and due execution, conforme to the tennour thereot in a 
poynts, every anofthem within their awne bounds, under the paine of rwentic pounds to be exacted of 
them, ſooft as they ſhall be found tobe remiſke or negligent herein. And that theſe preſents ſhall bepny 
take effe&;, and haye execution upon the firſt day of June next to come. And tothe effect his Majeltie may 
be the better aſſured of the care and diligence of the ſaids Seſſions of the Kirk, in due execution of the ſaid 
as of Parliament, his Majeſtie commands the haill Presbyreries of this Realme, to take diligent rryelof 
the obedience of the Seſſions hereanent, and to report their cerrificat and teſtimonial there-upon, to his Mx 
jeſties Miniſters, betwixt and the firſt day of Auguſt next to come. Where-throw his Majeſtic may there 
after proceed againſt (ik as ſhall be negligent as accords: Ang thartletters of publication be direct here-upon 
as effir - where-throw the ſaid Seſſions of the Kirk, nor no other pretend ignorance. And to command 
charge the ſaids Setlions of the Kirk to put the ſaids acts of Parliament made againſt ſtrong and idle beggers, 
whereot the execution is committed tothem, by the ſaid act of Parliament made in the foreſaid yeare of God 
1597. todueand full executionin payer , conforme to the tennour thereof, berwixt and rhe ſaid firſt 
day of June nextto come, under the ſaid paine of twerttic pounds to be exacted of them, ſo oft as they ſhall 
be founden to be remiſle after the ſaid day. Certif' ying them that failyes, that the ſaid paine ſhall be uplifted 
of them with all rigour. And fik-like to command and charge the ſaids Presbyteries to take tryell of the ſaids 
Seſſions here-anent, and to report their teſtimonial there-upon berwixt and the firſt day of Auguſt , as faid 
is. Asthey will anſwere to his Majeſtic upon their obedience at their utcermoſt charge and perrell. 


20. eAnent the CMariage of adulterous perſons. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, withadvyce of the Eſtaites of this preſent Parliament, decetnes 
'©Q, all; mariages to be contracted here-aſter by any perſons deyorced tor their awne cryme hr ron 
| adulterie, 
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A hcie, from their lawfull { , with the perſons with whom they are declared by ſentence of the or- 

to have committed the ſaid cryme and fat of adulterie, to beinall ryme comming null, and un- 
lawfullin themſelves, and the ſucceſſion to be gotten be ik unlawfull conjunctions, to beunhabile to ſuc- 
cecd as heires to their ſaids parents. 


21, Regiſters of the Schirefſe Clerks to be marked by the Clerk of Regiſter and his 
deputes, and their extrattes to be marked by themſelves. 


HAT all and whatſomever Schireffes Clerks in all rymes hereafter , ſhall preſent their Regiſters ro 

the Clerke of Regiſter to be marked by him and his deputes. And wharſomever regiſtration to be ſub- 
{cryved hereafter by them, upon whatſomever letters rogether with whatſomever extracts ſhall be given 
forth thereof to any perſon , ſhall conteine in all ryme comming , the leafe wherein the ſamine is regiitrar, 
andchisondourto begin from the firſt day of March next; within the whilk , they and every ane of them 
ſhall preſent their ſaids regiſters ro be ſa marked. And thar nane of them ſubſcryve their regiſtration upon 
any letter, or give forth any extract ſubſcryved with their hand after the foreſaid day, unſpecitying the leat 
wherein the ſamine is conteined, within their Booke, marked as faid is, under the paine of an hundreth 


markes, ?oties, quoties. Bur prejudice alwyſe of the hornings whilks the ſaids Clerks omillion, or negle&in 
this behalfe , ſhall nowyſe make invalide. 


22. At anent removing and extinguiſhing of deadly fead. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and haill Eſtaites of Parliament preſentlie conyeined, for re- 

\ J moving of the preſent teads that abounds within this Realme. Finds it meer and expedient that the par- 
ties be charged to compeir before his Heighnes and ſecret Counſell, at ſik dayes as thall be thoght expedient, 
toſubmit ro twa or three friends on either ſide ; or to ſubſcryye ane ſubmiſſion, formed and ſent by his Maje- 
ſtietothem to be ſubſcryved. Whilks friends by their acceptation ſhall be bound either ro decerne within the 
ofthrertie dayes, after they haye accepted, or elſe to agree at their firſt meeting, on ane Overſ-man 

wha ſhall decerne within that ſpace: whilk it they can not doe, they ſhall within the toreſaid threttie dayes, 
report the ground and cauſe of their difagrement to his Majeſtic, and ſik ſpecials of his Counſel as his Heigh- 
nes ſhall finde leaſt partial and ſuſpet. (Whaes Majeſtie by the advyce of the Eſtaites here preſent, is decla- 
red to be Overſ-man in that matter.) And failying , that the friends arbitratours, either decerne or report not 
within the foreſaid ſpace after their acceptation, every ane of them by the authoritie of this preſent ate, to 
incur the paine of ane thouſand pounds, to be imployed to his Majeſties uſe. And becauſe all teads are ane 
ofthirthree natures, namely that there is either na ſlaughter upon neither fide, or ſlaughter upon ane ſide 
only ; orelſe ſlaughter upon both ſides. The parties in the firſt may be commanded to agree, due fatis- 
fattion being offered , and performed ar the ſight of friends, and overi-man in maner forefaid. Where there 
isſughter upon both ſides, his Majeſtie may by _ and equalitie of Juſtice, compell them to agree, due 
fatisfaction to be made on either ſide, according tothe qualitie of the offence, and perſons offended. Where 
theſlaughrer is onely on the ane ſide, the partie grieved can not refuſe in reaſon to ſubmir in maner forelaid , 
all quarrell he can beare to any perſon innocent, Juſtice being made patent to him againſt the giltie; ſpecial- 
lic he being ordeined by this preſent act ro perſew nane other but the giltie, and that by the Law. And the 
partie ſo perſewed. not to beare quarrell forit, but rodefendin. lawtull maner. And that all quarrels ſhall 
ceaſe againſt ſik as ſhall be lawfully perſewed in this forme, either by their conviction, and execurion by Law, 
orotherwyſe by their clenging and agrement; that all perſons being of perfire age, and within the Countrie,, 
and having entres to _ any partie for crymes capitall, ſhall within fourtie dayes after the publica- 
tion ofthis preſent a&t at the head burgh of the Shyre where the perſewer dwelles; raiſe, and cauſe execute 
their letters in the ſaid matter. And inſiſt in the perſute thereof, with certification to fk as failyes, thar 
their ation ſhall periſh, expyre and be extin&; and the ſaid perſewer ſhall be compelled to ſubmit his 
ation, inmaner above ſpecified. Reſerving alwyſe to his Majeſtie his action, as accords of the Law. 
Provyding , that if the-ſaid perſewer fatisfie the ordinance of this preſent a&t, and bedelayed either by 
ane continuation of the dyer by warrand of the Prince , or by the dilatour defenſes ned by the 
pannell, for eliding of the finall tryell of the perſute. In that caſe the preſcription nowyls aan againſt 
hgfover, having done his poſſible diligence in maner forefaid. And becauſe the giltines of crymes 
iſtes not onely in the perſon of the atuall commirters thereof , bur alſo in the authors, cauſers and 
movers of the ſamin to be commitred, whaare airt, part and giltie of the ſaid fa&t, whereof na publi& 
nn nor certaine tryell is had, His Majeſtie and Eſtaites nowyſe willing that neither the authors nor 
atour of fik hynous crymes eſchape the due puniſhment, rhrough obſcuritie and laik of publict knawledge 
thereof. Declares that the parries offended , doing their diligence, as ſaid is, againſt the aftual and knawne 
commitrers of the ſaids crymes, and ſatisfying this a& anent their reconciliation with all others perſons, ſhall 
nowyſe be prejudged of their ation, competent againſt ſik perſons of whaes guiltines they ſhall hercatter 
eknawledge; provyding , that they ſhall beare no fead againſt the ſaids ſuſpect y qparan , Whill firſt after 
ufficient emo obreined, they raiſe their letters for ſummonding the ſaids parties to underly the 
law, andeither make them fugitive, or otherwyſe "6 perſute decided. And farther, ay the 
F prelcrip- 
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preſcription of this preſent act ſhall nowyſe militart againſt any partie , whaes actions are alreadie ſubmitre 
to ane langer day nor is preſcryved in this act. Pres , that the partie doe his diligence in maner aboye 
written , Within fourtie dayes after the expyring of the ſaid ſubmiſſion. And to the intenit that Juſtice ben 
occaſion to breed farther trouble, every partie ſhall come to the rown accompanicd allanerlie with twents 
foure perſons , where both they and their companie ſhall keepe their ludging to the houre of cauſe, Arthe 
whilk . firſt the ane and then the other ſhall be broght our by the town in Armes accompanicd from their 
ludging to the Bar with the number preſcryyed to their rank by act of Parliament. The contraveiner w 

if he be perſewer, ſhall tyne his perſute in tyme comming: and if he be defender, he ſhall be denounce} 
rebell as preſumed guiltie , and refuſing laufull tryell. And for ſtaying of all deadly feads in tyme commi 
where there is no cauſe nor quarrell given as yet, it ſhall not be lawtull to the perſewer to invade, perſew, bears 
fead or quarrel againſt any triend of the offender, innocent and not accuſed and convict of the cryme, unde 
the paine of tynſeil of his action and perſure _=—_ the guiltie, & to be compelled to ſubmit with the offender 
ſelfe. Reſerving alwyſeto his Majeltie his action againft him for the cryme. Lyke as the friends of the 
guiltie perſon being convi& and fugitive fromthe Law, ſhall not beare quarrel for his perſute be Law, neither 
maintein; ſupplie nor reſet him, under the paines conteined in the act againſt reſetrers of fugitives and rebel, 
Andin cafe any of the friends of the guiltie rm reſet him in contempt of this preſent act, and orhers his 
Heighnes Lawes, the partie gricved aſſiſted with his Heighnes Adyocat, ſhall onely perſe the reſetterby 
ordour of Law without conyocation or fead, grudge or quarrell to be borne againſt him therefore otheryyſe; 
under the paine of tynſell of his ſaid lawfull action in all rynie comming, And to this ordour before ſpecified, 
the haill Nobilitie and Eſtaites here preſent , have given their approbation and confent, and ſworne to con. 
forme them thereto in all feads whilks ſhall fall out in tyme comming. And this preſent act nowylſe tonullity 
in ſik caſe where the partie offender is denunced rebell, or ſhall happen hereafter ro be fugitive and put tothe 
horne, for ſlaughter or other odious capital crymes, during the tyme of their rebellion. And tothe intent 
theſe preſent articles may have the better effe&t, and be the mair wy embraced by his Majeſties haill 
ſubjects,his Heighnes of his _ motive and gracious inclination to Juſtice,quyetnes and well of his 
folemnedly declared and faithfully promirted in __— of the ſaids Eſtaites, thar for ſlaughter and 
odious crymes to be hereafter committed, his Heighnes ſhall graunt no reſpit, remiſſion, pardon nor oy 

at any tymes hereafter, Albeit the parties tranſact and agree amongſt themſelves, till the inveterat and dan- 
nable cuſtomes ot the ſaids heynous crymes be rooted out and altogether ſuppreſſed: Whilks articles aboxe 
written, in the hail{ heads and poynts of the famine, OUR SOVERAIGNE LORD andEſtaires 
ſoreſaids, preſently convyeined, ratifies, approves and confirmes, and ordeines the ſamine to have the 

force and effect of ane law in all tyme comming. And that letters of publication and cxecutorials paſſe here- 
upon, for the better obſeryation hereof in this preſent Parliament. 


| 23. Af agdinft ſlaughter of Wyld-fowles. 


ORSAMEIKLE asby common conſuetude of all Countries, ſpecial prohibition is made to all ſorty 
of perfons to ſlay wyld-foull, Hair or Venniſon, except ſik as by their reyenewes may beare the charges 
- and burdings of the Halkes, Hounds and Dogs, requiſit in ſik paſtymes. In reſpec the ſamine as well hes bene 
created for the recreation of mankinde, as for thcir ſuſtentation. Lyke as it is of treuth that by diverſe and 
. ſundry acts of Parliament others ſtatutes and proclamations made heretofore, all ſlaying of the ſaid wyld 
foull and beaſtes by any indirect meanes, ſik as hgkes, girn, net and fowller dogg is ſpeciallie forbidden, and 
diverſe penalties conteined inthe famine att. Yet neveriheles, fik hes bene the ſlacknes of the execution 
the ſamine, that diyerſe and ſundrie perſons having greater regarde of their gaine and commoditie, whilk 
me urches by the ſellirig of the ſaid wyld-foull, to ſik perſons wha prefers their awne inordinar appetite 
and glurtonie, either tothe obedience of the ſaids Lawes, or to the recreation that may be had by the diredt 
ſlaying of the famine. Hes uſed all the faids indire& meanes in ſlaying of the ſaids wyld-fowles and beaſtes, 
whereby this Countrie being ſo plentifullic furniſhed of before, is become altogether ſcarce of ſik waites. 
For remeed whereof, and that the continuing of the ſaid abuſe may not precure worſe inconyenients, ſcing 
intyme of peace in all tyme bygane, the ſaids paſtymes of hunting and halking were the onely means andin- 
ſtruments to keepe the haill Leiges bodies fra not becomming altogether effeminat. OUR SOVERAIGNE 
LORD and Efſtaites of Parliament, finding tha the diſchairging of the ſelling of the ſaids wyld-fowll and 
Venniſon ſhall procure ane remeed of the tbe foreſaid. Have theretore diſcharged, lyke as by theſe 
they diſcharge any perſons whatſomever, within this Realme in any wyſe toſell or buy any faſtanreidot 
fallowe Deare, Daes, Rates, Hares, Partridges, Moore-fowles, Black-cokes, Aith-hennes, Teri 
gants, wyld-Dukes, Teilles, Atteilles, Goldings, Mortyms , Schidderems , Skaildraik , Herrot 
- Butter, orany ſik kytde of fowlles, commonly uſed to be chaſed with Halkes, under the paine of anc hun 
dreth pounds to be incurred alſwell by the buyer as the ſeller. Andin caſe of the inhabilitie ot any of the ſaids 
perſons to pay the ſaid ſumme, that the apprehender of them ſhall cauſe them be ſcourged thorow the Burgh 
or | own where they ſhall be apprehended. And als diſcharges any of the ſaids Leiges, inany wyſeto ſlay 
any of the wyld-fowll or beaſtes above ſpecified, by girn, net or hagbut, under the paine above ſpec 
fied ro be incurred by them. For execution whereof, OUR Sov ERAIGNE LORD bs 
- giveniand graunted power and conmillion to all Schireffes, Stewarts, Baillics, alfivell of Re a5 
p | | | Royainies, 
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Royalties, Provelts and Baillies of Burrowes, and every Barron within his awne Barronnie, ſpecial Juſtices 
tothateffet ; giving them full, free and plene powet to —_ or Execute the paines above ſpecified againſt 
he tranſereſſors of theſe preſents; the ane halfe of the ſaids pecunial paines whckmomes with by theth, 
o cineto OUR SOVERAINE LORD, and to be payed to his Heighnes Theſaurer; and 
the other halfe to the delator and apprehender. And becauſe ane of the greateſt occaſions of the ſcarſtie of 
the faids Partridges and Moore-fowles, is by reaſon of the great ſlaughter of their Pours and yong anes: 
when as = youth neither are they -habile co give paſtyme, and for quantitie can no wyſe be ane 
refreſhment. 

__ e OUR SOVERAINE LORD hes diſcharged all his Heighnes ſubje&ts whatſomeyer, 
inany wyſe to ſlay or eat any of the faids Moore-pouts, or of any other kyndes before the thrid day of Julie; 
or Partridg-pout, before the aught day of September. Alwyſe OUR SOVERAINE LORD and 
Eſtaites foreſaids , declares that this preſent a&t, ſhall now v4 comprehend Cunnings, Wod-cock , Pleyars 
nor wyld-Gooſe, but the ſamine to be {lane with nets, and others ingynes not forbidden by the Lawes of 
this Realme , and to be coft and ſauld as lawfull Merchandice as of baton 


24. nent the cuſtuming of goods. 


ORSAMEIKLE as it is underſtand to the Kings Majeſtic and Eſtaites of this preſent Parliament, 
that be diverſe Acts of Parliament, Lawes and conſtitutions heretofore obſeryed, all maner of Engliſh 
goods broght within this Realme, are and haye bene ever ſubject, and in uſe ot payment to his Heighnes of 
ane certaine cuſtome, and duetie properly perteining to his Majeſtic, as ane part of the Patrimonie of his 
Crown. Lyke as alſo other ſorts of claith, ſilkes, ſtuffes, and merchandice broght within this Realme 
from forraine Nations , are by a&t of his Majeſties Nobilitie , Councell and Eſtaites, of the date the threrrein 
of Maij, the yeare of God 1597. Ratified and approved in Parliament halden at Edimburgh in the 
Monethof December, the ſamine yeare, ſubject ro the payment of ane certaine cuſtome to his Heighnes. 
Andthe Merchants inbringers of the ſaids goods, aught not to loſle, breake bowk., or diſpone there-upon, 
whill the ſaminebee firſt entered, then marked, and dewlie cuſtomed by the Cuſtumer appoynted thereto. 
Notwithſtanding the cuſtome of the ſaids goods are very far over-ſene, to the great hurt hs. p Aicotmodite 
ofhis Majeſtic, in reſpect there is na ſeall appoynted to be hanging , to the ſaids goods, according to the uſe 
and conſwerude obſerved in other Nations, whereby the goods cuſtomed, could nowyſe be knawne by the 
uncuſtomed goods. And ſa by their contuſion the Merchants, awners and inbringers ot the ſaids goods, im- 
mediatly after the arryving and comming of the ſaids goods within this Realme, lotfes, breaks bouk, ſelles and 
theſamine; and never offers nor preſents na part thereof to be cuſtomed, conforme to the ordour, 
tothe great prejudice of his Heighnes : whilk being now conſiddered by his Heighnes, his ſaid Nobilitie, 
Councell-and Eſtaites, and they finding that by the want of the ſaid ſeall, his Majeſtieis, and hes bene greatly 
defrauded of his cuſtomes. Ordeines therefore the haill Cuſtumers within this Realme, to cauſe make ane 
print, ſeall, and ſtamp of ſeall conteining twa halfes for every Burgh and ſea-port within this Realme, where 
thereare eſtabliſhed cuſtumers ; the ane halfe thereof conteining J ACOBUS REX, with his Heighnes 
Armes and Crown ; and the other halfe the name of the Burgh where the ſamine ſhall remaine. Whilk ſeall 
& ſtamp ſhall be applyed to lead,& being ſo ſtricken and printed with the ſaid ſtam p,thall be hanging to every 
wob, peece and ſteik of claith, ſilk and ſtuff of whatſomever Nation that here-after ſhall be broght within this 
Realme by ſea or land, before the ſamine be preſented to open markets, fſauld or any wyſe diſponed upon. 
And the ane halte of the ſaid ſeall ro be keeped by the Cuſtumer, and the other halfe by the Clerk of the 
Cocquet. The awners of the ſaid claith, ſilkes and ſtuffes payand the cuſtume thereof. And tothe efte&tthe 
daith, filkes and ſtuffes preſentlie being within this Realme, may be knawne and decerned from that whilk 
hereafter ſhall be broght within rug Jereag Ir is alſo decerned andordeined, that the Cuſtumer ofevery 
Burgh and ſea-porr, ſhall repaire to the dwelling houſes and buiths within every ane of the ſaids Burghs and 
Ports where they are particularlie appoynted Cuſfumers , and there receaye the eathes of the awners, of ſik 
peeces, ſteiks and wobs of claith, filkes and ſtuffes as are therein; whither the-ſamine hcs payed the cuſtume 
thereof or not. And fik as hes not payed cuſtume, that the ſamine be then inſtantlie payed , andtheſaid 
ſeallin token thereof hanging thereto, and to all others peeces, ſteikes and wobes whilks ſhall be apprehended 
within the ſaids buithes and houſes, whereof the cuſtume hes bene payed of betore, upon the expenſes al- 
wyſe of the ſaid Cuſtumer.

O UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, andEſtaites of Parliament , conſidering how that his Maj 
ubjeRs, inhabiting the North-part of this Realme, are oftymes drawen in greatinconyenients fine 
Cl:arges, dirc againſt them, ſome-tyme tor —_ of Law-borrowes , or compeiring before his Maje(; 
and his Ceuncell upon ſimple charges of ſex dayes ; ſa that be the ſhortnes of tyme, and impoflibilitie tothen 
to ſatisfic the ſaids charges within fex dayes, in reſpect of the far diſtance of the place of their refidence wn 
the Burgh of Edinburgh, they arc oftymes put under the danger of horning ; whereas if they had conyeniey 
tymes graumed to them, there wald not be ſik diſobedience of f1k great numbers of his Majeſties fuk 
jectes.

They alwyſe entertceining the Miniſters , ſerving ar the cure of the Kirks of their ſaids Biſhopricks, 
upon the readieſt of their ſaids thriddes, according to the ordinar atliznations made or reaſonablie to be 
made thereanent. 

ATTOUR, Becauſe his Majeſties intention is onely to reſtore the Biſhopricks, whilks are benefices of 
cute, and nowyſe to alter any thing done in orher benefices, whilks are not ot cure. And forthe berter ſa- 
tisfaCtion of his Majeities ſubjects and faithfull ſeryants, whom his Majeſtic in his princclie liberalitie, for | 
diverſe good reſpects and cauſes mooving him, hath beneficed, rewarded and advanced with erections, fewes, 
Patronages » Teyndes, andothersinfettments, confirmations oflands, rents, Teyndes, Patronages and 
others rights of Abbacies , Pryories and others Benefices, not being Biſhopricks. 

Andto the effe& they be nor prejudged,, nor putin miltruſt by this act, of their aids ſecurities in the pre- 
miſles, His Heighnes with the advyce of the haill Eſtaites of Parliament, Rarities and approves, and for 
him and his Succeſſours perpetuallie confirmes, the haill erections , inteftments, confirmations, Patronages, 
racks and others ſecurities of Lands, Teyndes, Patronages, rights and rents whatſomever, of the ſaids haill 
Benefices toreſaids, or any part thereof (nor being Biſhopricks) given, diſponed or confirmed A his Maje- 
ſtie, during the tyme of the ſaid Parliament, haldenin the Moneth ot Julie, ane thouſand, five hundreth, foure- 
{core leven yeares of before or ſenſyne;, made agreable to the Lawes and Acts of the ſaid Parliament ane thou- 
fand, five hundreth, foureſcore ſeven, and others Lawes and Acts made ſenſyne. And fairhfullic promirs 2x 
wrbo Principts., never to quarrell nor impugne the ſamine, directlie nor indirecthic in any tyme comming, 
Asalſo for the well and ſecuritie of the tenants of the _ = Teyndes of the ſaids Biſhopricks, wha ſince 
the At of annexation, have deburſed diverſe ſummes ofMoney to his Heighnes I heſaurer, for making and 
confirming to them of their infeftments , racks and ſecurities ot the ſaids Lands , Teyndes and rents of the 

icks poſleſt by them. And tothe eifect the annulling of the ſaid Act of annexation, bereaye them 
not alrogether of the ſaids Lands, Teyndes and Rents of Bihopricks, acquyred be them upon their large 
ny and expenſes, according to the Law then ſtanding. Andthat upon the other part, the ſaids Biſhop-

T he whilks duetics, torgreſſum, entereſſe and compoſition, the hui 
Eſtaitcs of Parliament, declares, ſhall be payed by the faids kewers, Tackſmen and Tenants, within 
and day, after they be lawtullie cited to that effect, and tor that ſamine cauſe; or after that intimation ofthe 
ſamine be made to them, by rhe Biſhops in their awne Courts. Andin caſe of not thankfull payment, 
thedouble of the ſaid ſilver ductie, and of rhe ſingle of the faid victual , and others dueties to bepayed withi 
yeare and day, after the ſaid citation and intimation, as ſaid is.

in Parliament, in favours of whatlomever perſon or perſons, and nane others. And findes and declaregdl 
diſpoſitions whatſomeyer, made of rhe forefaids patronages of all Kirks perteining to the Biſhopricks dif 
by the lawfull Titulares, and his Majeſtic, and not confirmed in Paclament to be of nane availl, | 
the ſamine patronages be graunted and diſponed by the Kings Majeſtie and Titulares thereof. And 
wyle, excepting and reſerving all common Kirks, perteining of auld ro the ſaids Biſhoppes, and their chapter 
in commountie, whilks are diſponed by his Majeſtie, ro whatſomever perſon at any ryme precceding thi 
_ at. And the faids Eſtaites declares, that if there be any common Kirks , perteining tothe ſaidsB 

opricks , and to their chapters of auld, that now perteines and falles rothem be yertew of rhis preſent a. 
That thereby the Miniſters, wha are lawfullie proyyded to the ſaids common Kirks by preſentation, collati 
on and admiſſion, and ſerving thereat, ſhall nowylſe be prejudged during their lytrymes; bur that the fa 
proviſions ſhall be ſufficient right and warrand to the ſaids Miniſters, robruke, joyce and poſleſle their com- 
mon Kirks foreſaids, according as they are provyded thereto, for all the dayes of their lytrymes.

ARdoeth at mair| contein. Hes ratified and approyen the ſaid act in all the articles, heads and circum- 
ſtances thereof; declairing the ſamine to remaine in tull ſtrength, and to have the effe& and force of ane per- 
petual Law and ſtatute of Parliament in all ryme comming, wich thir additions. They are to ſay, that it 
nowyſe be leaſome to any perſon provyded or to be provyded to ane Biſhoprik within this Real ; to 
diſpone or give in penſion any part of the patrimonie of the ſaid Biſhoprik, whilk ſhall indure and laſt; er 
ſpace a wo iver of the ſaid penſion ſhall bruike the ſaid Bilhoprik. And if it thall happen the faids perſgns 
ded to the faids Biſhopriks now, orin any ryme to come, to diſmember any part of their ſaids bene. 
orpatrimonie thereof. OUR SOVERAIGNE LORD, andEſtaites of Parliament, decernes 

and all ſik fats and deeds to fall under the compalle, perrell and danger of dilapidation of benefices 
and to be ane expreſle ſpece and kynde of dilapidation. And be reaſon it hes ever bene found neceſhr in all 
paſt, that the fewing of lands, ſetting of rackes, and doing of fik other lawtull deeds, be whatſomever

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Attour, OUR SAID SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Eſtaites of Parliament, findes and &, 
clares, thatit is and ſhall be leſome to the ſaids Archbifhops, Biſhops, and their Succeſſours, to {et « 
many tacks of the frutes and dueties perteining to their ſaids benefices, either ſhort or lang tacks, as they 
cafe; and forals many yeares as they ſhall thinke meer and expedient, whilk may ſubſiſt of the Law. 
Ling whercof the ſaids Ettaites will make na reſtraint or limitation of any tymeto the aids Biſhops. Ag 
reaſon that the ductie of the ſaids tacks to be ſer be the perſons provyded to the ſaids DEDOORy , are tobe 
llyed, and converted for ſatisfaction, and enterteining the Miniſters ſerving the cure of the Kirks of the fail 
Bilhopriks , and for ſupplie of ane part of their ſtipends ro be given to them. Therefore the Eſtaites otdey 
the ſfaids Biſhopes to have ane cairfull regarde that the ſaids tacks beſet for ane competent duerie, whilk

Miniſtrie thereof, with conſtant ſteipends, Anec worke very neceſlare, anc! to be forthered and exped by the 
reſent Biſhops , and to whais cares and travels, OUR ſaid SOV ERAIGNE LORD andEftaites, 
bh recommended and commits to give over inthe certaine proviſion of the Miniſtrie, ſerving at the Kirksof 
their Biſhopricks, with competent and reaſonable ſtipends, anſwerable ard agreable for their travels and 
ſuſtentation.' And therefore OUR SOV ERAIGNE LORD, and Eſtaites foreſaids,Statutes, decernes

anentthe premiſes, and whilk may tend tothe lyke end in any tyme ro come, OUR SOV ERAIGNE 
LORD and Eſtaitces fimpliciter diſcharges for now and ever.

* Judgeany of his Heighnes ſubjects in the right and ſecuritie obteined or to be obteined by them or any of them, 
jucge lands, poſſeſſions, tacks, rights,goods or geare perteining to the ſaids forfaulted perſons rebels;and fallen 
oo OUR faid SOVERAIGNE LORD, or his ſucceſlours by their rebellion and forfaultour: bur 
that the ſamine lands , poſſeſſions, racks, rights, goods and geare whatſomever, fallen to his Majeſtic in 
maner foreſaid, and lawtullie difponed by his Heighnes, or hereafter to be diſponed by him, or his ſucceſ- 
ſours, to any of his or their lawfull ſubjects, ſhall perperuallie remaine with, and appertein to the receayers 
of the ſecuritie and diſpoſition thereof. Notwithſtanding the faid gratious reſtitution, ro be obteined by the 
faids forfaulred perſons or their heires or ſucceſſours , whilk ſhall be na farther extended, nor have na farther 
force nor effect, but for the rehabilitation of their perſons allanerlie ; and nowyſe to be extended tothe lands, 
jons, tacks, rights , goods or geare pertcining to them before their forfaultour, and lawfullie diſponed 

toany of his Heighnes obedient ſubjects, at ſik ryme as the undoubred right thereof ſtude in his Heighnes per- 
ſon; fallen and becommen in his Majeſties hands, be vertue of the ſaid fortaultour. And becauſe ons 
{orfaulted , their children and friends, in prejudice of his Heighnes donatours, and others his Majeſties 
obedient and duecrifull ſubje&ts, abſtracts and abſents the evidents , tacks and ſecurities of the lands, rowmes 
and poſſeſſions of the ſaids forfaulred perſorfs. IT is theretore ſtatute and ordeined, that notwithſtanding 
Te dtradting and abſcnting by any perſons of the evidents, tacks and ſecuritics of the lands and poſſeſſions 
- whilkspertcined to any fortaulted perſons, and whereot the righrs being either diſponed or confirmed by his 
- Majeſtic, theſaids diſpoſitions or confirmations are extant in his Heighnes Regiſter, that the extract thereof 
= forthofthe Regiſter ſhall be als goode, and ſufficient tytle and right to his Majeſties donatours, and others 
* hisobedient and duerifull ſubjects, having right thereto, for bruiking and joyſing of the ſaids lands and poſ- 
” feffions, as if the principal and original evidents, tacks and ſecurities were yet extant. And thatthe fids 
* evidents and ſecurities ſhall not be decerned to make na faith orto be improyen, for not production ofthe 
ginal and principal, the ſaids extracts or confirmations being produced by his Majeftie, or his donatours 
others refaids And they being content to abyde at the yeritie of the deed, and tryel not onely of the 
truth of the confirmation , bur alſo at the truerh of the writ whilk is inſert in the confirmation, whereofrhe 


principal is abſtracted. 


5. CAT anent the rivers of Tweid and Annand. »', 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Eſtaites of Parliament, underſtanding thatinthe at made 
() inhis Heighnes Parliament, inthe yeare of God, ane thouſand, ſex hundreth yeares, whereby the 
ſlaying of Salmond fithe in forbidden tyme , or of Kipper, Smolts or black filhe, at any ryme was di 
tobethitt - and the committers thereof were ordeined to be puniſhed for the famine as for thifr. The Rivers 
ofTuzved and Annand were then excepted, becauſe the ſaids Rivers at that tyme devyded at many parts, the 
bounds of Scotland and England adjacent to them, whereby the torbearance upon the Scots part of the 
terof Salmond, in forbidden tyme. and of Kipper , Smolts and black fiſhe, at all tymes : wald not have made 


Salmond any mair to abound in theſe waters, if the lyke order had not bene then obſeryed _ the Engliſh 


fide. Whilk impediment, through the infinite mercy of G OD, being now removed, by the moſt happie 
uniting of baith the Kingdomes in ane Empyre, in the Royal perſon of his moſt excellent Majeſtie, abloctned 
andrighteous Monarch of the ſamine. Whereby the Inhabitants of this haill Iſle, are equallie _ to his. 

Perſon and Lawes; and the remeed of their harmes, and the redreſſe of their abuſes; puni t of 
their tranſgreſſions, and eſtabliſhment of their univerſal well belangs to his charge. 

Therefore OUR SOVERAINE LORD and Efſtaites of his Heighnes Parliament, cleatlic under- 
ſanding that the cauſe of the ſaid exception is now removed, Ratifies and approves the ſaid act of Parliament, 
arent the forbidding the ſlaughter of Salmond, Kipper , Smolts and black fiſh, in maner aboye written, and 
paines of thift and Jearh , decerned againſt the contrayeiners thereof. And retreats, popes annulles and 
abrogats the ſaid exception of the ſaids waters of 7 weed or Annand. And decernes and declares, thatin all 
tyme comming, the contraveiners of the ſaid act, or any part thereof, inthe waters of 7 weed or Annand, or 
ay part ofthe ſamine, ſhall underly the paines foreſaids of thifr and death, according tothe qualitie, rank 
andeſtate of the committers thereof, and as if the firſt a&t had bene generall, and rhe faid exception had 
never bene conteined therein. 


6. Anent the cuſtumes betwene Scotland aud England: 


() UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Eſtaites of this preſent Parliament, ſtatutes and ordeines 


that the Fermers of the cuſtumes in Scorland doe keepe ane original huike of all the goods that are 
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entred and ſhipped for Exg/and, the ſhips name, place and maiſters name, and to what port the ſhip i | 
and to keepe the entreſſe of every port by themſelves. And alſo ane other original buike of the goods brouye 
from Eng/and, the ſhips name, maiſters name, of what port, and from whar port the ſhip comes, tokey 
the entreſſe of every port by themſelves; and every half yeare the Fermers of Scor land, to ſend ane true cops 
oftheſamine buikes to the Fermers of Exg/and ; and the Fermers of Eng/and to doe the lyke to the Fermay 
of Scotland: and anes yearlie, lykwyſeto ſend the ane to the other, all the returnes, whilk come fromeigy 
Kingdome , for diſcharge of their bands, to examine if they be not falſified, whilk being examined, ty 
be returned back againe. 

SIKLYKE, Iris ſtatute and ordeined, that the Cocquet doe paſſe in the names of the principall awneg 
of the goods laiden in every ſhip, and not in poore mens names, ſcarſelie knawne in England. 

ITEM, That order may be taken that nageare nor marchandice be ſuffered to paſſe by land from Joy. 
land into England, nor from England into Scotland by the waſte ——_— and waſtes. 

IT Is ſtatuteandordained, that goods caried by land from Scot/and to mn , or broght from Englay 
to Scotland, may palle onely by the wayes of Berwick and Cark:l}, and by noother way to prevent 
fraud. And that all Merchants doe bring ane certificat from the Fermers deputes of Edmnburghto the Fe. 
mers depures of Berwick and Carlezll; and alſo the Fermers depures of Berwick and Carle:ll, ro give thelyle 

certificat tor all goods paſling theſe wayes, for Edmburgh or any other Cittie or Towne in Scotland, andy 

keepe original buikes wa under the paine of warding of the perſons of rhem wha ſhall contrayeinthi 
=” = at, orany poyntthereof, and eſcheating and confiſcation of the haill goodes, geare and merchay 
dice, whilk any perſon or perſons ſhall tranſport berwixt Scor4and and England otherwyſe nor is preſeryyel 
in this preſent act. | | 


7. Anent Gleibs in Paſturage and ſowmes graſſe. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Eſtaites of this preſent Parliament, underſtanding thay 

act of Parliament, anent the deſignation of Manſles and Gleibs to Miniſters. Itis ordeined, thatchey 
ſhall be foure aikers of land deſigned toilk Miniſter for his Gleib next adjacent to the Kirk. And ſeingthy” 
by the iniquitie of ryme and diſorder of the Borders and Hielands of this Realme in tyme bygane. Thereax * 
ſundrie Kirks within the ſamine whilk hes na arrable land adjacent thereto, bur onely palturage; ſa | 
the foreſaid act of Parliament, made anent the deſignation of foure aikers of land onely for the Gleibofi 
Miniſter, and na farther. The Miniſters ſerving the cure at ſik Kirks as hes na arrable lands adjacent therery, 
but onely paſturage, are greatlic hurt and defrauded. For remeid whereof, Ir is ſtatute and ordeinedrhut 
inallryme comming , there be deſigned to the Miniſter ſerving at the cure of ſik Kirks where thereis 
arrable land adjacent thereto, foure ſowmes gralle tor ilk aiker of the ſaids foure aiker of Gleib land, extend- 
ing inthe haill ro ſextene ſowmes, for the ſaids foure aikers, and that of the maiſt commodious and beſts 
ſturage of ony Kirk lands, lyand next adjacent and maiſt neareſt to the ſaids Kirks. And ordeins letters tobe 
direc againſt the poſſeſſours thereof for removing therefra, in the ſamine forme: as is appoynted by the * 
foreſaida& of Parliament, made anent deſignation of Manſles and Gleibs of before. 


8. Anent teynding of cornes. 


T Is ſtatute and ordained by OUR SOVERAIGNE LORD, andEftaites in Parliament, that 

in tyme comming in all teynding of cornes, thar the ſamine be teynded at three ſeyerall tymes cyery year, 
if the awners of the cornes ſhall thinke it _— : Towit, thecroft infield corne at anc tyme, the beereat 
ane other tyme, and the out-field corne at the thrid tyme. And declares that fiftene dayes after the complei 
ſhearing of ilk ſort of cornes being out run, that it ſhall be leaſome to the awners at the 1aid fiftene dayes end, 
to make requiſition upon ſeven dayes ro make them thankfull teynding ; and if the awners get not thanklull 
teynding ar the expyring of the ſaids ſeven dayes, the faids Eſtaites declares, that it ſhall be lawfull tothe 
awners of the ſaids cornes, to teynd and ſtack the ſamine themſelves, conforme to the act of Parliament 
made of before, anent the teynding of corns inall poynts, and ſhall incurre na danger thererhrow. 


g. Anent auld decreits of ejettion and ſpuilyie in the Borders. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Eſtaites of this preſent Parliament, being cairfull thatthe 

ſerled and peaceable eſtate, happelie begun in theſe parts of this Countrie , whilk were the late Borders, 
fore-anent Exg/and, may be ſa mainteined, as all occaſions of diſturbances thereof may be providentli 
foreſeene, and convenientlie remeided. And underſtanding, that na thing is mair habile to bring diverſeol 
the inhabitants of the ſaids Borders ro defperat courſes and turbulent enterpryſes, then the rigorous execution 
of auld decreits, obteined againſt them or their prediceſſours, rwentic yeares before his Majeſties happit 
ſucceſſion to his Crown of Exg/and, ſpeciallie where the ſaids decreits of their awne nature, may bring 
danger of the yearlic violent profits upon the perſons againſt whom the faids decreits were obteined ; and 
thereby ſurmounting often-rymes their haill valiant, it they be put roextreame execution, will givetht 
partie occaſion of ſik diſpare, as may induce them to atrempr fa | anchten remedies, as may _ 
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general , torenew and beginne hot and bloudie feeds amongſt parties. For remeed whereof, and 
fik auld decreits of ejection or removing, as were obteined twentie yeares before his Majeſties 


comming to the Crowne of Eng/and, and na execution ſought nor obteined there-upon, during the ſaid ſpace 
of twentie yeares preceeding his Majeſties obreining of the Crown of England, may not urge and dryve them 
todi and miſerie, ſik as haye three yeares bygane conteined themſelves in all duerifull obedience to his 
wes. authoritic and Lawes. 
THEREFORE His Majeſtic and Eſtaites foreſaids, ſtatute and ordaine, that all fik decreits of 
iection and paring. and all etfect and execution that any way may follow there-upon, ſhall ceaſe, and 
in all ryme comming _ Except for obtcining of poſſeſſion, to the parties in whais favours the aids 
gecreits were pronounced, of the lands therein conteined ; and payment to them of the ordinare profices, 
whilks the faids lands have payed, to the perſons againſt whom thefaids decreits were given, of the yeares 
Gnce his Majeſties going into £2g/angallanerlie, and of na others yeares preceeding the famine. With ſpe- 
cial proviſion, thatin caſe rhe perſons againſt whom the foreſaids decreits of removing or ejection were given, 
hall happen hereafter to be lawfullic denounced rebels, and put to the horne, for not obedience of the fore- 
ſaids decreits ; they being firſt —__ after the day and date hereof, by all the charges conteined in the ler- 
ters raiſed or to be raiſed upon the ſaids decreits to obey the famine. _ In that caſe, the ſaids Eſtaites of Par- 
lament, declares that the perſons obteiners of the toreſaids decreits, ſhall have ſufficient ation againſt the 
perſons defenders, ſpecified in the aids decreits for rhe violent profites of the lands mentioned thereintill, 
continuallie ſince the obreining of the foreſaids-decreits, as accords of the law, notwithſtanding of this 


preſent act. | 
10. CA anent arretting letters of Horning on Schirefs , Stewarts. and Baithes 


decreits. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Eftaites of this preſent Parliament, ordeins for the greater 
furtherance and berrer execution of Juſtice to all his Majeſties Leiges , and elchewing of the ſuperfluous 
andunneceſlar _ , Whilks they ſuſtein by poynding on decreits, obteined before Schirets, Stewarts and 
Baillies, alſwell of Royaltie as _— , that the lyke letters and execution of Horning be direct and graunt- 
edby the Lords of Setſ1on, upon all acts, decreits and ſentences of Schirets, Stewarrs and Baillies altwell of 
—_ as Regalitie, as are graunted and direct upon decreits, acts and ſentences of Proveſts and Baillies 
in Burgh , conforme to the act of Parliament made there-anent, and after rhe forme and tennour of the 
famine in all poynts. 


11. eAnent Coalyiers and Salters. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Eſtaites of this preſent Parliament, ſtatutes and ordeins, 
thatna perſon within this Realme hereafter ſhall hyre or conduce any Salters, Coalyiers or Coal- 
bearers, without ane ſufficient teſtimonial of their Maiſter whom they laſt ſerved , ſubſcryved with his hand, 
oratleaſt ſufficient atreſtation of ane reaſonable cauſe of their removing, made in preſence of ane Baillie , or 
anc Magiſtrar of the part where they came fra. And in caſe any receave , fee, hyre, ſupplic or intertaine any 
ofthe ſaids Coalyiers , Salters or Coal-bearers, without ane ſufficient teſtimonic, as ſaid is. The maiſters 
whom fra they came, challenging their ſervants within yeare and day, that the partie whom fra they are 
challenged, thall delyyer them back againe within rwentie foure houres, under the paine of ane hundreth 
pounds, to be paycd to the perſons whom tra they paſſed, and that for ilk perſon; andilk tyme hart they or 
any of them ſhall happento EG challenged ,- and not delyyered, as faidis. And the ſaids Coalyiers , Coal- 
bearers and Salrers, tobe eſteemed, reput and halden as theives , and puniſhed in their bodies, zz. Sa 
many of them as ſhall receave forewages and fees. And the faids Eſtaites of this preſent Parliament, gives 
powerand commiſſion to all maiſters and awners of Coal-hcughs and Pannes, to apprehend all yagabounds 
and ſturdie beggers to be put to labour. 


12. CA anent ſetting of Fewwes be ſubuaſſels of ward lands. 


() UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Eſtates of Parliament, having conſideration of the at 
and (tature, made by his Heighnes prediceſſour , King J AME Sthe Second of worthie memorie, in 
the fourrene Parliament, halden by his Majeſtie, and threſcore twelve chaptour of the faid Parliament, anent 
theſetting of tands in Few-ferme ; as the ac it ſelfearlenth conteines. Under the pretext and cullour, where- 
ofdivers perſons halden their lands of others Superiours, for ſervice of warde and releif, have ſer the faids 
lands halden by them, asſaidis, in Few-ferme, to others theirſubvaſſels, forpayment of ane Few-terme 
duerie; whereby they doe manifeſt prejudice to their ſaids Superiours, in altering ofthe ſaid firſt halding, 
expreſſe repugnant to the meaning of the ſaid firſt att. Whereas the ſaid halding can nawyſe be altered 
bythe vaſſels, without ſome tired! deed done by their ſuperiours, tending to approve the ſaid dilpolition, and 
Whilk may alter rhe nature and condition ot the ſaid firſt halding. For remeed whereof OUR SO V E- 
RAIGNE LORD, and Efſtaites of Parliament preſen lie conveined , hes ſtatute and ordained, and by 
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the tennour of this preſent, ſtatutes and ordeins in all tyme comming , that it ſhall nawyſe be leaſomewyy 
vaſſals ofany Earle, Lord, Prelat, Barron, or any other Free-halder within this Realme wha haldste 
lands of their ſaids Superiours, by ſervice of wards and releif, to ſer their faids lands whilks are hal 
them, as faidis, to any other perſon in few, for payment ofane Few-ferme duetie, in prejudice of theirſs 
Over-lords, whom of they hald the ſaids lands, by ſervice of warde and releif, as faidis, withouttheks 
cial adyyce and conſent of their ſaids Superiours, had and obteined to rhe ſetting of the ſaids lands in pg, 
ferme, or purchaſing of the ſaids Superiours confirmation to the ſaid diſpoſition, if any ſhall happenty, 
made, as faidis. Andin caſe any ik alienation ſhall happen to be made in any y_ to come, Without, 
ſent of the ſaids Superiours, or their confirmation obteined to the famine, O faid SO VERAIGN; 
LORD, and Fſtaitcs of Parliament, finds, decernes and declares, all {ik diſpoſitions to be nullagdy 
nane ayaill, force nor effe&t, eirher by way of action or exception. 


13. Anent laying of Lint m Lochs. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Eſtaites of Parliament, finding that the laying of Lin 
| () Lochs and burnes, is not onely hurrfull to all fiſhes bred within the famine, and beſtial that drinks they, 
of; butalſo the haill waters of the ſaids Lochs and burnes, thereby being infected, is made alrogetherw, 
profitable forthe uſe of man, and very noyſome to all the people dwelling there-about. Therefore ſtawy 
and ordeins, that na perſon nor perſons in tyme comming , lay in Lochs and running burnes, any prei 
Lint, under the paine of fourtie ſhillings, Zofzes quoties, tor ilk ryme they ſhall contravein; and als conkf, 
cation of the Lint to be applyed to the poore of the Parochin, within the whilks the faids Lochs and burns 
lyes. Andby che tennour hereof , gives power to the Seſſion of the Kirk of ilk Parochin, to try, 
and put this preſent act to execution , and to upliftthceunlawes, and confiſcat and diſpone upon Tek 
Lint, to the weall of the poore of the Parochin, as faid is. 


14. CA in favours of his Majeſties Vaſſals for payment of their blench dueties. 


O UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Eſtaites of this preſent Parliament, remembring thegrex 
favour ſhawne and borne by his Heighnes and his prediceſſours, to the Noble-men, Barrons, aa 
others ſubjects of this Realme, and their prediceſſours, for their notable and memorable facts and ſeryias 
done to his Majeſtic and his prediceſſours, in defence and wealtair of the Realme ; in making and grauntingty 
them of heritable infeftments of their Lands, Barronnies, Lordſhips, Caſtels, Towres, Fortalices, Woods 
Mylnes, Salmond, Fiſhings, offices and others therein conteined , halden of OURfidSOVERAIGNE 
LORD, and his prediceſſours, in free blench-terme, for payment of certaine blench-ferme dueties, ex- 
preſſed in their infettments ; not as any burding or yearlie duetie, but by way of acknowlegement & 

cence, if the ſamine dueties ſhall be requyred allanerlic. And that notwithſtanding thereof, within thirlate 
and. few yeares, the ſaids Noble-men,,, Barrons, and others OUR SOVERAIGNE LORDS 
Leiges and ſubje&ts, wha halds their lands and others forefaids of OUR faid SOV ER AIGNE 
LORD infreeblench, are yearlie without any juſt cauſe burdened, urged and compelled by chargesto 
make payment in his __ Checker of certaine ſummes of money, as tor the pryces and valour ofthe 
faids blench ducties ; there being na fik ſummes of money nor pryces conteined in rheir aids infeftments 
For remeed whereof, OUR SOVERAIGNE LOK&D, with adyyce of the ſaids Eſtaites, findes, 
decernes and declares, thatthe Noble-men, Barrons, and others Leiges and ſubjects, wha halds their 
lands and others forcſaids of his Majeſtie in blench-terme, are oncly juſtlie aderred in payment of the blench 
dueties expreſſed and ſer downe in their infeftments, if the ſamine be required allanerlie. And that they aught 
nowyſeto be burdened, troubled or charged for ſummes of money, as pryces for the faids blenchduenes. 
And that notwithſtanding whatſomever act or ordinance made by the Lords of his Heighnes Checker, or 
others acts or ordinances wharſomever, of wharſomever yeares bygane or to come, to the whilks this preſent 
act ſhall make and makes full derogation. And theretore Sir T homas Hammilton of © Monkland Knight, Ad- 
vocatzro OUR SOVERAIGNE LORD, in preſence ofthe ſaids Eſtaites, proteſted in his Heigh- 
nes Name, that the blench dueties and ſpecies thereof conrcined in the forefaids infetrments, be conforme 
to the Kings Majeſtie and his Succeſſours, Eſtate and dignitie. And there-upon the ſaid Lord Adyocat asked 
inſtruments. |

7. CA anent the Commiſſimers and Fuſtices of Peace. 


ORSAMEIKLE As among the infinite monuments and teſtimonies of his Majeſties true pietie, 
ſingulare wiſdome, ſinceare zealeto Juſtice and fatherlie care of his people, the Eſtaites of this King- 
dome haye not found any bringing mair deſerved commendation and permanent renoune to his Majeſtie, or 
profite, quyetneſſe and comfort to his ſubjets; nor his conſtant perſeverance in his maiſt Religious 
andprudent reſolution to extirpat the ungodlie, Barbarous and brurall cuſtome of deadlie ſcads, whilk by the 
inveterate abuſe of many bypaſt ages was become ſa frequent in this Realme, as the ſubjects of greateſt ranke 
andqualitie upon every naughtie occaſion of baſe and unworthie contraverſies of neighbourheed , forturves, 
ſold-dykes, furres or marches of lands, fooliſh words or drunken diſcords betwene their meaneſt ſervants and 
| ,and any other inthe Countrie , did ſo readilie embrace the protection of their unjuſt and unneceſſa- 
riequarrels, as did many tymes inyolve themſelves and their haill friend{hip in maiſt bloudie and morrall trou- 
bles, whilk they did proſecute with ſik malice and crueltie, as to the extreame perrell of their ſaules, infamie 
oftheir memoriall , and overthraw of their awne and their adverſaries houſes , I diſtract the Kingdome in 
oppoſite factions, and many tymes furniſhed matter of maiſt pernitious, ſeditious and Civill warres. The 
inconyeniences whereof being maniteſtlie ſene and ſenſiblie felt, baith by the Princes & people of this Realme 
in many bypalt ages and carneſtlie ſoght to have bene removed, yet the corruption was ſa univerfall, that the 
nreatſ revailling againſt the beſt, that cruell Barbaritie hath both continuance and daily increaſe, un- 
nll his Majekie bending the excellent wiſdome and rare graces of his Royall minde ( where-with God 
hes endewed him mair aboundantlic then any King thatever did raigne in this lland) againſt that godles , 
unnaturall and beaſtlie Cuſtome , did deviſe and eſtabliſh a maiſt godlie, juſt and prudent Law and Ordi- 
nance for the courſe to be obſerved, for removing upon equitable and juſt conditions the deadlie feads, whilk 
thenſcude in great number betwene the maiſt powerfull ſubjects in this Kingdome and their kinſmen , aſliſters 
andpartakers : In the execution whereof,” God having miraculoullie aſſiſted his Majeſties maiſt hailie and 
jultintention after exceeding great care and paines taine by his Majeſric in tryall of the originall cauſes of the 
laids diſcords, the true circumſtances of the injurics and loſes ſuſtained by either partie , and in preſcryving due 
atisfaGion to be indifferentlie made for redres of all bypaſt harmes and wrangs. His Majeſties admirable con- 
[tancie hes ſa overcome all difficulties, that the haill knawne feeds within the Kingdome being now removed 
= reconciliation, and juſt contentment of all parties having intereſt therein , his Majeſtics haill ſubjects 
ſikjoy and happines in the ſivect frutes of his wiſdome and providence expreſſed in that caſe; that they 
ameſtliewiſh that his Majeſtic wha hes ſa cairfullic exterminate that abhominable peſt of deadlie feeds, may 
1d his fingulare wiſdome finde meanes for eyer to prevene the reviving of that monſrer. Wherein his Majeſtic 
conſidering that nothing gave ſa great grouth and ſtrengrh ro that bypaſt Barbaritie, as he ſlouth of Magj- 
innot ſuppreſſing the firſt ſeeds of theſe diſſentions, whilk being ſmall and weake in the beginning, 
Peets, Turves, Devits, Fold-dykes, poynding , neighbourlie marches, injurious words or light brawles 
weretheneaſilie to be ſetled , if diligence and authoritic had bene joyned for repreſſing thereof, whilk being 
apettcd by theſe ro whom it appertained ; theſe light jarres and infolences did very off, kindle fik flames ot 
der, diſſention, rankor and feed, as in many yeares with great ſtreames of bloud, defolarion and ruine 
otgreat and auncient houſes and races could hardlie be quenched. Forremeed whereof his Majeſtic and E- 
ſtaites foreſaids, Ratifies and approves the former Act made by his Heighnes , for aboliſhing deadlic feedes 
1 every head, clauſe and: Artickle thereof. And farther , ſtatutes and ordeines, that in every Schyre 
Within this Kingdome there ſhall be yearlie appoy nted by his Majeſtic ſome godlie, wyſe and vertuous: 
emen of good qualitie, moyen and report, making reſidence within rhe ſame, in ſik number as the

ſwaggring behaviour ; to binde themſelves and finde caution under competent paines to obferye hi 
Majeities peace, and for their compearance before his Majeſties Juſtice or Lords of his privie C 
ro underly ſik order as ſhall be found conyenient for puniſhing their tranſgreſſions or ſtaying of troublesyy 
enormities. Andifneed ſhall be, to requyre the duetifull and obedient ſubjects of the Shyre to concur 
with them in preventing all ſik contempts and violences, or for taking or wairding of the wiltull and difohe. 
dient authors, committers and foſterers of theſe crymes and diſorders under ſik competent arbitrare painegy 
his Majeſtie and Lords of his privie Councell ſhall appoynt forthe offenders ; and fik of the Countries 
being requyred ſhall not give their readie and afald concurrance to his Majeſties Commiſſioners in the prenif 
ſes, whereby the ordinare Magiſtrats and Officiares within the Shyres , may berhe better aſſiſted, andthe 
abſence , imployments or other impediments mair commodiouſlice ſupplied , without derogation of their; 
riſdition or want of readie comfort and Juſtice to the obedient ſubjects within the bounds thereof. Ordein

perience that the greatnes of his Majeſties Empyre, magnificence of his Court, fame of his Wiſdome 
and Juſtice, and of the civilitie of his ſubje&s, hes alreadie begun to allure divers foraine Princes, and other 
ſtrangers of all Eftaites to make mair frequent repair to this Countrie , nor ever they did in any preceeding 

Whilk reſort of ſtrangers will by all appearance baith continue, and daylie mair and mair increaſe ; wh 
them nadoubt, report will go conchall the warld of the Eſtaite and goyernement of the Kingdome, accor- 
ding to thre order whilk they thall ſee obſerved within the ſame. Whereof the rules and good excmple __ 


The Eſtates from the Eſtaites of Parliament and —_ , to the haill remanent ſubjects of the Realme, it is mai

neceſſare that ſik grayitie and comelines be uſed by the Lords and Commiſſioners of Parliament, and others 
Magiſtrats in their apparell and behaviour , as may beſt deſerve the good report and true commendarion of al 
Princes , Noble-men and others ſtrangers, wha hall have occafion to ſee and relate the fame. There 
whereof, having induced his Majeſtie to prefcryve to the Nobilitie apparrell for the Parliament becomingthei 
honourable Eſtaite. And underſtanding thatthe remanent members of that heigh Courr have not 
themſelyes tothe like convenience, neither yet that the courſe intended by his Majeſtic for diſcharging Noble- 
men and Gentle-men to be cle&ted Proyeſts and Magriſtrats of Burrowes Cons ſhould be capable but 
Burgeſſes, actuall rraffickers and inhabitants of the ſaid burrowes ) hes ane ſik effect as is maiſt neceſlarefor 
preſervation of the liberties and good eftate of the ſaids Burrowes , and hindering the diſſipation of theit com- 
mon good and perverting of their priviledges. For remeed whereof, his Majeſtic with adviſe of the Eſtaitesof

And that the ſaids Magiſtrates of Burrowes to be hereafter cle&ted, and their Commiſſioners of Parliament, 
ſhall have and weare ar Parliament, Conventions and other folemne tymes and meetings when the digniti 
ſhall requyreit ; fik comlie and decent apparell as his Majeſtie ſhall preſcyve convenient for their rank and 
eſtaite, whereby they may be diſcerned " on other common Burgelles, and be mair reyerenced by the pe& 
pleſubject to their charge. And becauſe a comelie,, decent and orderlie habite and apparrell in the Judges 
theland, isnot onely ane ornament to themſelyes (being a badge and marke for diſtinguiſhing them from 
the vulgarſort) but the ſame alſo breads in common people that reverence and regarde that is due and prope! 
for men in theſe _ And this being a cuſtome univerfallic obſerved alnaiſt thro h all Europe , the watt 
whereof is greatlie cenſured by ſtrangers reſorting in theſe parts. The ſaids Eftaizes therefore upon infinite 
proves they haye of his Majeities maiſt ſingulare wiſdome inall his directions, & of his gratious love & affedt 
onto this his native Kingdome, haye in all humilitie referred to his Heighnes awne appoyntment the aſſigning 
of any {ik ſeverall ſort of habite and yeſtiment as ſhall be in his Majeſties Judgment maiſt meet and proper , S 
well tor Lords of Seſſion being the ſupreme Judges in Civill ations, as for all other inferior Judges of the lyk 
cauſes. As alſo for the Criminall & Eccleſiaſtical Judges,& for Adyocats, Lawyers & all others living by La 
and practiſe thereof ; that fa every ane of theſe people may be knawn and dignolcedin their place , calling 
tunction,& may be accordinglie regarded and reſpetted.

vaine ſuperſtition, juſt in governement, and of lang experience therein, knawing better then any King 
living what apperteins and 1s convenient for eyery eſtate in their behaviour and ductie.

of his twa famous and maiſt auncient —_— of Scotland and England, whereot his Majeſtic out of his 
fatherlie care of the peace and happines of his good and fairhfull people, having maiſt inſtantlie and earneſtlic 
ſolicited the perfeAion , and by the aſſiſtance of the worthieſt members of baith Kingdomes, fa effeRually 
advanced the ſame, as he hopes (God willing) in his Reigne to ſee the wiſhed end of thatgreat work, whilk 
in his royal perſon hes received ſa miraculous and APP a beginning: And nevertheles finding therein ik 
malicious letts, as the devill and his ſuppoſts do —_ upgeſt, to the hindrance of all juſt and godlic inter- 

es, ſpecially by the falſe and calumnious brutes, ſpeeches and writs, craftelie uttered and diſperſed by 
lawles and ſaules pou of this Realme, aſwell in priyat conferences as in their meetings at tayernes, 
an 


ail-houſes and ayes, y their paſquils, lybels, rymes, cockalans, comedies and ſiklyke occaſions wherby 
they ſlander, maligne and revilethe people, eſtate and country of E-g/and, and divers his Majeſties honor- 


&ble Counſelkers, Magiſtrats and worthie ſubjects of that his Majeſties Kingdome. The continuance wherof 
being able to incenſe rhe people of Eng/and tojult grief and miſcontentment, may nor only binder the in- 
rended union of all the goodſubjts of this Monarchie, bur ſtir up in them fik irreconciliable evill will, as 
withtime might bring torth maiſt dangerous and harmfull effects. For remeed and preventing whereof, his 
Majeſtic remembring how ſtrait and ſevere puniſhment hes by the Lawes and acts of his maiſt Royall Proge- 
nitors Kings ofthis Realme heretofore bene ordeined to be inflicted upon ik as ſhould deviſe or utter falſe and 
flanderous ſpeeches and writtes to make diſſentions betwene the Prince and his ſubjects, or raiſe ſeditionin the. 
Realme; and conſiddering that all ik purpoſes and writtes as may breed diſlyking betwene the inhabitants of 
the ſaids Kingdomes of Scotland and England, being now all become his Majeſties Leige-people, equallic 
ſubject and equallie beloved of his Heighnes; tends to maiſt dangerous difſention and ſedition amangs his ſub- 
jects. Therefore his Majeſtie with adyyce and conſent of the haill Eſtaites of this Parliament; ſtatutes and 
ordeins, that whaſoevyer ſhall hereafter by word or write, deviſe, utter or publiſh any falſe, ſlanderous or re- 
prochfull ſpeeches or writtes of the Eſtate, People or Countrie of England, or of any Counſeller thereof, 
ing to the remembrance of the auncient grudges borne in tyme of by-paſt troubles, (the occafion whereot 
isnow happilic aboliſhed by the bleſſed conjunction of the ſaids Kingdomes under his Majeſties Soveraignitie 
and obedience) or to the hindrance of the wiſhed accompliſhment of the perfect union of the ſaids Kingdomes, 
or to the flander or reproch of the Eſtate, people or Countrie of Exg/and, or diſhonour or prejudice of ay 
Counſeller of the ſaid Kingdome, whereby hatred may be foſtred and intertained, or miſlyking raiſed be- 
twene his Majelties faithtull ſubjects of this Iſle. The authors of fik ſeditious, flanderous and injurious 
of writtes ; ordiſperſers thereof, after tryell taken of their offence; either before his Majeſties Ju- 
lice, or the Lords of his Heighnes privie Councell, ſhall be ſeycrelie puniſhed in their perſons and goods, 
byimpriſonment, baniſhment, fyning or mair rigorous corporall paine, as the qualitie of the offence ſhall 
be found to merite at his Majeſties pleaſure. And all ſik as hearing orgetring knawledge of any ik ſpeeches 
orwWtittes, ſhall conceale the ſame, and not reveale them to his Majeſties ordinare officers, iſtrars or 
cones , Whereby the authors and diſperſers thereof may be puniſhed, ſhall underly rhe lyke tryell 
paine.

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whilk be inveterat cuſtome was almaiſt become naturall to many of the inhabitants thereof, andto | 
them ro the knawledge, love and feare of God, reverence of his Majeſties authoritie, obedience of his lawes 
and duetie to their Neighbors ; for accompliſhing of that maiſt Royal deſigne, made chuſe of ane tobe 
miſſioner in theſe bounds, whom by many aſſured prufes in former imployments of greateſt conſ, 
his Majeſtic knew to be indued with all qualities neceſſarie for ſa weigtie a charge ; wha following preceiſſe 
the rules of his Majeſties maiſt prudent directions, and uſing all poſſible diligence and dexteritie in 
tion thereof, made ſa happie progreſic in that good courſe, as juſtlic puniſhing the maiſt perverſed andre. 
lious ring-leaders (whais amendement was deſperate) and a—_— others of them forth of this Iſle, the 
reſt were brought to very ſetled quyetnes and obedience of his Majeities lawes , a very few number ofour. 
lawes onely excepted , wha being ſa earneſtlie ſearched and perſued in theſe bounds, as all hope ot eſcayi 
and langer impunitie was taken from them ; they have by maiſt ſubtle and craftie means by changing. 
names, anddiflembling rhe place of their nativitie, convoyed themſelves in the in-countries of this R 
and inſinuated themſelves in ſervice with Noble-men and others of good qualitie,, not only therby eſchewing

And again ſteali 
geir forth thereof and out of the bounds of theſe middle-thyres, and outting and ſelling the ſame in their, 
countries. Beſides that, others of the ſaids out-lawes have bene allured new, by reſet and overſight inthein. 
countries by ſome men of rank and power to be inſtruments and executors of ſik revenge and miſchief agai 
theſe to whom they beare malice , grudge or quarrell; whilk for fear of his Majeſties lawes and author 
they durſt nor attempt by themſelves. 'For remecd whereof, his Majeſtie with advyceand conſent ofthe 
Eſtaires of Parliament, ſtatutes and ordeins that na man ſhall hereafter either receave or retetn any man 
or lang habituare in the late Borders in his ſervice or company , or upon his lands unlefle he have certaine 
knawledge or atrue and authentick teſtimonial of his Majeſties great Commiſſioner of the late Borders orhis 
deputes, of he ſaid Border-mans true name and ſurname, place of his nativitie and report of his truethand 
lawtie, and that heis no knawne malefactor, but repur a duetitull and obedient ſubject , under the painets 
incur the danger, and to be made anſwerable civilie and criminallie to his Majeſtie and all his lawfull Fabjet 
for all actions and crimes whilk might be any wyſe laid to the charge of the ſaids broken-men, for any cauſe 
or occaſion either preceding or during the tyme oi their receaving or retaining them in their ſervice, companie 
or upon their lands, as if the reſetter had committed the faids faults himſelfe. As lykwyſe, becauſe ſome 
Tefimo- wha are not knawn to have committed any _— oftence in their awne perſon obteining teſtimonial of their 
_ «/ed name, birth and good report, may give the ſame to broken-men to be uſed by them in So where they ae 
_ not knawn. Itis ſtatute and ordained that whaſoever ſhall either give his teſtimonial to any man, wherebyit 
may be abuſed by another nor him to whom it was truelie graunted ; or wha ſhall falſlie uſe anothermans 
teſtimonial, or wha ſhall fordge to himſelfe or uſe a falſe teſtimonial in the premiſſes, ſhall be puniſhed tothe 
death. And to the effect his Majeſties faithfull and obedient ſubjects may have the betcer knawledge ofthe, 
ſaids fugitives and broken men, and that fik as reſet them may wantall pretext and excuſe of ignorance, [t 
ne Roll is ſtatute and ordcined that a Roll ſhall be made by his Majeſties great Commillioner of the middle ſh 
of fugiti- conteining the names of the ſaids rebels, tugitives, out-lawes and broken men, with the maiſt notor le 
dev dent marks and deſcription of their age, ſtature, colour and other tokens whereby they may be maiſt eaſily 
and readily knawn. And being imprinted ſhall be ſent to the Schirets and Magiſtrates of the in-countries, 
and proclamed at the market Croſles of the head Burrowes of the thyres, and other places needfull. And 
thereafter be publictlic affixed upon the ſaids Crofles or Tolbuiths of the ſaids Burrowes. After whilk publ- 
cation , Itis ſtatute that the contraveiners of this Act or any head or artickle of the ſame ſhall be rigorouſli 
puniſhed in their perſons and goods in maner foreſaid. |

UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Efſtaites of Parliament, having for juſt and neceſlar 
() reſpe&s concerning the preſervation of this Eſtate and cheefe members thereof, reſtored the Biſhops, 
being now the onely remanent of the Kirk Eſtate having vote in Parliament, to their livings, juriſdictionsand 
place. And finding by experience that they will be altogether unhabile worthelie to diſcharge their duetes 
in that honourable ranke, unlefſe they be provyded of ſufficient maintenance, not onely for bearing the privt 
charges of their families, bur alſo toſuſtein the great burdings of their waightie imployments at Parliamends, 
conventions, and other publict affairs concerning his Majeſties ſervice and general weall of the Countrie; hes 
carneſtlie delt with the Lords of his Majeſties Councell and Seſſion, to conſent that the Quotes of the haill 
Teſtaments within this Kingdome , whilks did juſtlie pertein to the faids Seſſion be lawfull gifts and diff 
tions thereof, granted to them by his Majeſtie and his prediceſſours, and ratificd in Parliament, mi 
diſponed to the ſaids Biſhops, every ane of them within their awne Diocies, and be poſſeſſed by themin 
comming. Whcerein the ſrids Lords of Scſlion preferring their affection and zealc every way to grantflatis 
faction to his Majeſtic, to their awne profite and preſent ſuretie, hes maiſt humblic yeelded. And his M 
jeſtic being alwyſe of minde and intention to remunerat his ſaids faithfull,truſtie and obedient Counſellers and 
thcir ſucceſſours tor their willing obedience tothis his Majeſties deſire, in dimiſſion and renounciation ofthe 
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&xidQuore filver, they being the onely ordinare ſupreme Judges of this Realme , for adminiſtration of Ju- 
ſlice, and interreincment of policie and peace withinthe famine, whilk neceffarlic requyrs their dayly and 
continual preſence and attendance, preferring the publict good and weall of the Realme, inthe adminiſtration 
of Juſtice indifferentlie to his Majeſties Leiges, to their awne privat and domeſtical aftaires; and in the 
tyme are forced to ſpend their awne patrimonie and rent in the ſaid publict weall of the Realme. And 
kis Majeſtic having now by ſpecial inſtructions proponed to the aids Eitaites of Parliament, the ſaids grear 
and faithfull ſervices done to his Heighnes, and for the common weall of the Realme of Scotland in particu- 
lare, by his ſaids righttruſtie and familiare Counſellers, the ſaids Lords and Senators of his Heighnes Col- 
lege of Juſtice, in yeelding and granting to his Heighnes ſpecial deſire , to ſurrander and over give trom them 
theſaid Quote ſilver of the Teſtaments, bejng the maiſt and beſt part of their patrimonie, toand in fayours 
of the aids Archbiſhops and Biſhops of this Realme, for the helpe and ſupple of their Eſtate, as is before 
(aid. And the ſaids Eſtaites of this preſent Parliament having there-upon, taken full tryell and verification, 
e 


have found, tryed, cenſured and judged ; lyke as they preſentlie finde, cenſure and judges the ſamine to 
ww. to have bs great, ſeene, or ant and profitable cauſes for the weall of his ns , andof the 
Gaid Realme of Scotland. As alſo, his Heighnes and Eſtaites foreſaids, findes, decernes anddeclares, thar 
his Majeſtie with their advyce and conſent may for the ſaids ſeene, profitable and reaſonable cauſes, whilks 
they have knawne and tryed to be tor the ſeene weall of his Majeſtie and Realme, as faid is, give, alligne or 
diſpone any part of the patrimonie of his Majeſties annexed propertie of the Crowne to the ſaids ordinare 
Lords and Senators of the Colledge of Juſtice and their Succeſlors, Senators of the Colledge of Juſtice in re- 
tothem of the ſaids Quotes of teſtaments , ſurrandered by them and over-given at his Majeſties de- 

fre and command ; to and in fayours of the ſaids Eſtaites of Biſhops, and thatin ſik manner, forme and ſure 

conditions as his Majeſtte beſt pleaſes for their ſecuritie. And to that effe& that the annexation ot theſe 

of the ſaid patrimonie of the Crown, that ar to be aſſigned and diſponed to the ſaids Lords and ordinare = 
tors of the ſaid Colledge of Juſtice and their ſucceſiours Senators, ſhall be ſimpliciter diſſolved fromthe 
Crowne, fathat they may begiven, aſſigned and diſponed to the faids ordinare Lords and Senators of the 
ſaid Colledge of Juſtice and their ſucceſſors Senators perperuallic in all ryme comming.

The ſaids Eſtaites all in 
ane yoyce,, have found and declared, and by the tennor hereof findes and declares, that the cuſtomes of 
this his Heighnes Realme of Scotland, annexed tothe Crown, may with the leaſt detriment to his Majeſtie, 
orhurt tothe rent or reyenew of the Crowne, tor the ſeene cauſes aboyeexpreſſed, begiven, affigned and 
diſponed by his Majeſtic to the faids ordinare Lords and Senators of his Heighnes Colledge of Juſtice and 
their ſuccei{ours Senators in maiſt ample forme. And to that efte&, his Majeſtie and Eſtaites foreſaids of 
Palliament, diſſolves, annulles and infringes the annexation of the cuftomes of this Realme of Scotland to 
the Crowne, from the ſaid Crowne and patrimonie thereof, infafar as the ſamine may be extended tothe 
ſumme of ten thouſand pounds, of the firſt, readieſt, maiſt ſurc and beſt payment of the ſaids cuſtomes 
allanerlie. And now after the ſaid diffolution , his Majeſtie and Eſtaites forelaids of this preſent Parliament, 
hesgiven, granted, aſſigned and diſponed, and by the tennor hereof, for the ſcene caules foreſaids, gives, 
grantes, aſſignes and diſpones to the ſaids ordinare Lords and Senators of his Heighnes Colledge of Juſtice, 
and their ſucceſſours poſſeſſing the ordinare places of the ſaid Judicatorie and Colledge of Juſtice perperuallic 
inalltyme comming.

AY UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, andEftaites of Parliament, Ratifies, approves and perpetual- 

he confirmes the Act of Secrcet Councell made in the Monerh of June or thetby, 1 60 3: years; and Pro- 
camation following there-upon. Commanding rhe vagabounds, forners and common thietes commonlie cal- 
led Egiprians , to paſſe forth of this Kingdome, and remaine perpertuallie forth thereof, and never torerurne 
within the ſamin , under the paine of death, and that the ſamin haye force andexecution afterthe firſt day of 
Auguſt next to come. Afterthe whilk tyme if any of the ſaids vagabounds,called Egiprians, als well wemerſas 
men, ſhall be found within this Kingdome or any part thereof; It ſhall be leſome toall his Majeſties goods ſub- 
e&s, or any ane of them, to cauſe take, apprehend , impriſon and execute to death the faids Epiptians , either 
menor wemen, 4 common, notorious & condemned theites, by anc a{liſe onely ro be tryed, that they are cal- 
led, knawn, reput and halden Egiptians. Inthe whilk cauſe , whaſoever of the aflyſe happins to clenge any'of 
the foreſaids perſons Egiprians pannelled , as ſaid is, ſhall be perfewed, handled and cenſured as committers of 
wilfull error. And whaſoever ſhall at any tyme thereafter reſer, receave , ſupplie or intertein any of the ſaids 
Egipti either men or wemen ſhall ryne their eſchear, & be warded at the Judges will. And thatthe Schirefs 
Sdoiſitars in whais bounds they thall publictlic and avowedlie reſort and remaine, be called before the 
Lordsof his Heighnes Secreet Councell, and — cenſured and puniſhed for their negligence in execution 
ofthis Act.

ORASMUCH astherc hath been diyers worthy Laws and Statutes made by His Majeſty , and his 
Highneſs Predeceſſors, for reſtraining of idle and maſterful Beggers : and that notwithſtanding thay 
the number of the ſaids Beggers hath daily increaſed, . more and more ;..and His Majeſty, and Eſtates, 
dering, that the cauſe of the multiplying ofthe ſaids Beggers, hath, anddoth, proceed from this group 
That no order hath been taken in by-gone time, with the poor Children and Orphans, born of poor adi 
digent Parents, who being tollerated or neglected, ar their firſt entry to begging, doth contract ſuch aa

And becauſe honeſt men 
ought not to expect that any winning had at any of the Games aboye-written, cando them good, or proſper : 
HAVE therefore, ſtatuted and ordained, That no man ſhall play at Cards nor Dyce in any commori- 
houſe, Town, Hoſtelrie, or Cookes houſes, under the pain oftourty pounds, money of this Realme ; 
wbeexacted of the keeper of the ſaids Inns, or common houſes, for the firſt fault: and lofſe of their liber- 
res forthe next. Moreover, That it ſhall not be lawful to play in any other private mans houſe; but where the 
Maſter of the Family playeth himſelf. Andit it ſhall happen any man to winne any ſummes of money, at 
Cardingor Dycing , attour the ſumme of an hundreth Merks, withinthe ſpace of twenty four houres: or 
wgaine ar Wagers upon Horſe-races, any ſumme attour the ſaid ſumme of an hundreth Merks ; The ſuper- 
ſhall be conſigned within twenty four houres thereafter, in the hands of the Theſaurer of the Kirk; it it 
in Edinburgh: Orin the hands of ſuch of the Kirk Seſſion in the Countrey Parochines, as Collects and 
diſtributes money for the poor of the ſame; To be imployed alwayes upon the poor of the Paroche, where 
fuch winning ſhall _ tofall out.

deth.and ſeventeen years, Inti tuled, _Anent the ſetting of T acks by Prelates, and other beneficed per ſons : 
Toſette Tacks and Aſſedations of Lands and Teynds of their ſaids Benefices , or ſome partes and portions 
thereof, unto diverſe and ſundry perſons, for the ſaid beneficed perſon his life time, and for the ſpace of five 

after his deceaſe : without conſent of the Patrone. Albeit the ſaid Act of Parliament giveth no ſuch li- 
bs toany beneficed perſons , under the degree of a Prelate, toſette ſuch Tacks. But only declareth, for 
what ſpaces a Biſhop or other Prelate may ſette : and for what ſpaces a beneficed man, under the d ofa 
Prelate, may ſer. Which was done by the ESTATES , toreſtrict the unbounded liberrie uſed in etting of 
Tacks for many life-rents , and ninteen years. Andthe ſaid declaration no wayes taketh away the lawful 
lolemnities, required to the ſetting of the ſaid Tacks, either by conſent of the Chapter, or Patrone.

FOR remeed whereof , His Majeſtic, and Eſtates foreſaids, have ratified, approved: and 
the tennor hereof, ratifies, approves , and confirmes, the A& and Statute [ re/ped7:ve ] above-wrine, 
in the whole Heads and conditions of the fame: after the forme and tennour thereof. And commank 
and charges, all his Majeſties Lieges, and ſubje&tes , To acknowledge, imbrace, obey, and obſere 
the ſame Act aud Statute, [ reſpefZtve } in the whole heads and conditions of the ſame, in forme x 
manner ſpecially and particularly mentioned and ſet downe there-intil , after the formes and tenow 
thereof, under all higheſt paine, charge, andofftence, which they may incurre, through their diſohe.

who knowing that there are conſtant and ſetled meaſures, lawfuly eſtabliſhed, by the Lawes a 
ſtatutes of this Kingdome : by the which all ſortes of victual univerſaly ought ro be bought and fol, 
according to the quantitie appointed by the ſaids mctts, without adding of any quantitie to the fate 
or diminiſhing there-from. Yet nor the leſſe, when they make their bargaines and conditions anen 
the buying of any particular quantitie of yi&tual, they by their undirect dealing, many times cauſe the 
Seller agree to ſuper-adde , and deliver unto them, by and attour the true quantitie which is 

and ſold at the prices conycened upon, ſome certaine farder quantitie of Victual, lefle or more, as they 
may beſt move the ſeller to condiſcend to, and for the which they are not ſubject in payment of any 
price, to the great prejudice of the Lieges, and the manifeſt abuſe and eluſion of the Law. 

FOR REMEED Whereof, It is ſtatuted and ordained, Thar ir ſhall nor be lawful for any df 
his Majeſties ſubjes, to blocke, or agree upon the price of Victual, more or leſſe, 'except they 
firſt agree and condiſcend upon the price of the firſt boll of che bargaine : which being ſo agreed upan, 
the ſaidprice ſhall rule the whole quanritie of the reſt of the bolles to be receaved by the buyer, who ſhall 
havenoeik, or addition of any further quantitie , except upon the payment of that ſame price, as is cond: 
tioned for rhe ſaid firft boll : Andif any perſon contraveen this preſent A&, hee ſhall pay the ſummed 
Fourrie ſhillings for everie boll of Victual, receaved by him contrarie to the tennour of this A&: and that 
by and beſide the prices of the Victual ; the halfe of the ſaid ſumme to his Majeſtic and his Theſaurer , and 
the other halle thereof to the partie delator of the ſame.

A Ratification of the Att of the Lords of Council and Seſſion, made in Julie 1 6 2 0. againſt 
unlawful Diſpoſitions and Alienations , made by Dyvours and Banck-rupts. 


OJ SOVERAIGNE LORD, withadvice and conſent of the ESTATES , conveened in 
this preſent Parliament, ratifies, approves, and for his Highneſlſe, and his Succeſſours, perpetual 
ly confirmes the Act of the Lords of Council and Seſſion , made againſt Dyvours and Banck-rupts , at 
Edinburgh, the 12. daye of Julie, 1620. and ordaines the ſame to haye, and take full effe&t, andext- 
cution, as a neceſlarie and profitable Law, for the weale of all his Highnelle $ubjectes: Of rhe which 
Act the tennor followeth. 


T HE LORDS Of Council and Seſſion Eg, by the grievous and juſt complaints ol 
_ many of his Majeſties good ſubje&ts, that the fraude, malice, and ftallhood ofa number of Dyvours 


and bankrupts , is become1o frequent, andayowed, and hath already taken ſuch progrefle, to the p_ 
row 
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throw of many honeſt mens fortuncs, andefſtates ; thar itis likely to diſſolve truſt, commerce, and faith- 
ful dealing amongſt Subjects; Whereupon muſt enſue the ruine of the whole Eſtate, ifthe godleſſe 
deceites of thoſe be not prevented, and remedied ; who by their apparent Wealch in Lands and goods , 
and by their ſhowe of Conſcience, Credite, and Honeſtic; drawing into their hands upon truſt the 
Money, Merchandize, and Goods, of well-meaning and credulous perſons, doeno wayes intend to 
tepay the ſame : bur eirher to live ryetouſly by waſting other mens ſubſtance: or to entich themſelves, 
by . ſubril ſtealth of true mens goods, and to withdraw themſelves, and their goods foorth of this 
 Realme, to elude all execution of Juſtice : And tothar effect, and in manifeſt defraud of their Credi- 
tors, do make ſimulate and fraudful alienations, diſpoſitions, and other ſecurities, of their Lands , 
yerſions, Teyndes, Goods, Actions, Debtes, and others belonging unto them, to their Wiyes, 
; oy Kinſ-men, A_ , and other confident and interpoſed perſons ; without any true, lawful, 
orneceſſarie cauſe: and without any juſt or true price interveening in their ſaids aines: Whe 
»their juſt Creditors, and Cautioners, are fal{ly and godleſly defrauded of all payment of their juſt Debts ; 
- nd many honeſt Families likely to come to utter ruine. 
FOR remeed whereof , the faids LORDES, according to the power given unto theni by His 
jeſtie and His moſt Noble Progenitors, toſet downe orders for adminiſtration of Juſtice: meaning 
to and practiſe rhe good and commendable Lawes, Civil and Canon, made againſt fraudful aliena- 
tions, in prejudice of Creditors, and againſt the authors and partakers of ſuch fraude; Statutes, ordaines, 
anddeclares #That in all actions, and cauſes depending, or to beintended by any true creditor, for re- 
coverie of his juſt debr, or ſariſfation of his lawful ation and right: They will decreere and decerne, 
all alienationes, diſpoſitions, aſfignations, and tran(lations whatſoever, made by the debtor , of any 
of his lands , teindes, reyerſions, actions , debrtes, or goods wharſoeyer , to any conjun& or 
confident perſon, without true, juſt, and neceſſarie cauſes, and without a juſt price really payed, the 
fame becing done after the contracting of lawful debts from true credicors : To have beene from the 
beginning, and tobein all times comming, Null, and of none availe, force , nor effe& :; at the jin- 
ſtanceof the true and juſt creditor , by way of ation, exception , or reply : without further declara- 
tor. And in-caſe any of His Majelties good ſubjetes (no wayes partakers of the faids fraudes) haye 
lawfully purchaſed any of the ſaids Bankrupts landes or goods, by true bargaines, for juſt and compe- 
tent pryces, or in fatisfaRtion of their lawful debts, from the interpoſed perſons, truſted by the ſaids 
dyvours. In that caſe, the right lawfully acquired by him who is no-wayes of the fraude, ſhall 
not be annulled in manner toreſaid. Bur rhe recciver of the pryce of the ſaids lands, and others , 
from the buyer , ſhall be holden and obliſhed ro make the ſame forth-comming to the behoove of the 
bankruptes trew creditors, in payment of their lawful debrs. And ir ſhall ſafficiens probation of the

merers, Tenants, and Labourers of the ground being removable, who are ſubje& in payment of 
deare Fermes and other duties, to relieye them ofthe whole burden of by-gone taxations, which 
been the occaſion of impoveriſhing a number of the ſaids Farmerers, labourers, and tenants,and brinoi 
of them to utter wrack and ruine, whereas of reaſon they ſhould be altogether free from payment of any 
Taxations, Andrhe ſame ſhould bepaycd by ſuch as have free rents, lands, and goods of their owne 
FOR REMEDIE whereof, it is ſtatute and ordained that no perſons wha'ſocyer exat or compel, 
his tenants, or fermerers removeable, who payes ferme, and other deare duties for the lands occupied 
by them, to pay any part ofthis preſent Taxation, or to ſeek relief at their hands of the fame. Andif 
the ſame be found done by any perſons, that they ſhall be called and conveened therefore, before his 
Majeſties Juſtice, and his Deputes, or before his Majeſties Council as violent and Maſterful oppreſſors 
of his Majeſties ſubjects, and puniſhed therefore according to Juſtice. 

AND FURLCHER, the faids Eſtates , beſide the ordinary taxation aboye-written, have for the 
ſpace of ſix yeares next, andimmediatly following the terme of Martinmaſſe, 1 63 4. years, freely andyo- 
luncacily granted to his Majeſty a yearly extraordinary taxation of the ſixteenth penny of all annual rents, 
which any perſon or perſons within this Kingdom hath treely due and payable unto them, yearly and term- 
ly, (their own annual rents, wherein they arc adebted to others being firſt deduced.) The firſt termes 
payment whereof ſhall be, and begin at the ſaid Feaſt and terme of Martinmaſſe , 163 4. yeares: and ſo forth 
yearly and termely at Martinmaſſe and Whitſunday , untill the faid fix yeares or twelve termes hoy 
thereof be fully and completely out-run. And whereas his Majeſty a d Eſtates have by a of Parli- 
ment authorized all and ſundry heretable Sheriffs, Stewarts, Bailiffs, :nd Bailiffs of Regalities, and 
their Deputes, and the Provelts and Bailitts of free Burrowes within t!;e bounds of their juriſdiQtions, 
as likewiſe the Clerks within the juriſdictions where theſe Offices are not hererable : which Clerks have 
their Offices / ad vitam) To collef rhefaid extraordinary taxation, and ro make payment thereof tothe 
Collector general ofthe ſame taxation. THEREFORE, andfor inbringing of the ſaid extraordinary 
raxation, Ordains Letters to be direct, charging all and ſundry the ſaids heretable Sheriffs, Stewards, 
Bailifis, Bailifts of Regalitics, and their Deputes and Clerks, and the ſaids Proveſts and Bailiffs of free 
Burrows, and their Clerks: as likewiſe the Clerks within the juriſdictions where theſe Offices are not he- 
retable,that they and every one of them by North the water of Dee within the ſpace of fiften dayes after every 
rerme of Martinmaſs & Whitſunday: And that they & every one of them, by ſouth the water of Dee,withinthe 
ſpace of ten _ after eyery terme of Martinmaſs & Whitſunday, deliver to His Majeſties ſaid Collector gene- 
ral.a true &juit accompt & inventar of the whole ſummes of Money due to be payed by any perſon withinthe 
bounds of their juriſdiction, for his part of rhe ſaid extraordinary taxation, And that they give up the 
ſame comprt and inventar upon their Oath, ſolemnly ſworne, that the ſameis juſt and true: And to make 
payment to His Majeſties {aid Collector general, or to his Deputes in his name, having his power to t- 

' ceiyvetheſame, of the whole moneys due to be payed to his Majeſty, conform to the faid compt and inven- 
tar, within twenty dayes after each terme, under the pain of Rebellion. And in caſe the ſaids Sheriffs, =

And 
Fey failyie, &c. Todenounce, &c. Andifneed be, that the ſaids Sheriffs, Stewards, Bailiffs of Re- 
ties, Clerks, Proveſts, and Bailifts of Free Burrows, poynd and diſtrenyie therefore, as they ſhall 
ink moſt expedicnt. 
AND His MAJESTIE andtheſaids Eſtates, ordaine the Lords of Seſſion, to be only Judges to all 
jons to he cravcd and ſuted by any of our Soyeraigne Lords Lieges, rouching the faids taxations ; 
ichſuſpenſions , the ſaids Eſtates finde may be granted upon lawful and equitable reaſons to be conſidered 
them: And diſcharge all other Judges within this Kingdome, of granting of any ſuſpenſions thereanenr. 
hr erto the ſaids Lords, Todelegate five atthe leaſt of their ordinary number, as they ſhall think 
ent, Toit, cognoſce, anddecide the faids ſuſpenſions, in time of Vacance, ifneed be. And fik- 
like, todepute Commiſſioners for trying and judging efocnccclamanit , withals ample and full power to be 
grentothem, as the ſaids Lords of Seſſion, by vertue of this preſent Act, have.

ACT Vit 
Anent Invading of Miniſters. 


O UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, with the adviceof theEſtates, ratifies and approves the Ag 

Parliament made in the year of God one thouſand; five hundred, foureſcore and ſeayen yeares, anenithe 
Invaders of Miniſters, with this explanation and addition , That whoſoeyer invades any Miniſter, orput 
any violent hands on him, by themſelves, their men , tenants, ſeryants, or any others by their hound 
out, direction or allouance, for whatſoeyer cauſe or occaſion ; whiither the ſame be for the cauſe containgdin 
tlieſaid A&t; or for any other cauſe , otherwiſe then by order of Law ; or doth offer violence to them, ſhall 

' incurre thelike paine as is contained in the ſaid At, and ſhall bejudged after the forme and manner therein 
preſcribed. And declares, that the ſame ſhall be extended to all Arch-biſhops ; Biſhops, and Miniſten 
whatſocyer, having power by lawful warrant to preach, and adminiſter the Sacraments. And becaulethe 
malice of ſome is ſuch , thatthe invaſion and violence foteſaid may be committed by lawleſſe and unreſponkd 
men, the hounders out of whom cannot be gotten detected ; fo as the benefite of this Act ', and the indem- 
nitie, of the ſaid Church-men & their foreſaids rhay be fruſtrate. THERE F OR Eitis ſtatute and ordained, 
That the Land-lords, and Heritors, and chiefe of Clanus , and ochers in whoſe bounds the ſaids off 
dwell, or haunt ordinarlie ; ſhall be holden, upon the —— of the partie offended to the Lords of 
Majeſties Secret Council, to exhibite and produce the ſaids malefaRors before tlie ſaids Judges, tobe 
cenſured and puniſhed corporally , or otherwiſe in their eſtates, if they be reſponſal at the diſcretion ofthe 
faids Judges. Andifitſhall nthe ſaids oftenders to abſent and remove themſelyes out of the bounds dl 
the ſaids Heritors and Land-lords ; and others on whom they depend, fo that the ſaids Land-lords, Heri 
tors, and others foreſaids, may pretend that it is notin their power to exhibite the foreſaids delinquents: 
Therefore itis ſtatute , that if after the giving in of the ſaid complaint before the faids Judges, and certiorati 
ofthe ſaids Land-lords, and others foreſaid, either by citation, charge; or intimation, or any other 
manner of way , if the ſaids delinquents ſhall be found within the bounds of the faids Land-lords, andothes 
foreſaids , haunting publickly and openly by the ſpace of ten dayes; That then and in that caſe the faids Laid 
lords, and others toreſaid , ſhall be eſteemed as connivers with the delinquents, and be obliged under tir 
like cenſure and puniſhment, to exhibite them to the Council:

ACT IX 
The Kings General Revocation. 


ORSOMUCH As OUR SOVERAIGNE LORD, the Kings Majeſtic, ſhortly after 
the deceaſe of his Majeſties umwhile deareſt Father, King J AMES the fixt, ofeyer bleſſed memorie, 
forpreſerving of the liberrie and priviledge due to his Majeſtie by the common Law, and by the Acts and 
ſtatutes of the Kingdome 5 And following the laudable cuſtome uſed before by his Majeſties Predeceſſours, 
inmaking of their Reyocations: Did upon the twelfth day of October, 1625. make and give forth his 
General Revocation under his Privie Seale, as theſame, in theſelfe, at more length beares. AND HIS 
MAJESTIE being now preſent in his Royal perſon, within this Kingdome, and having by Gods grace, 
fayour, and bleſſing , and with the General acclamation, joy, and comfort of his Subjects , accepted the 
Crown thereof, wherein he is gloriouſly inaugurate, and now holding the firſt Parliament of his whole 
Eſtates of the ſaid Kingdome , with whom his Majeſtic hath adviſed and reſolved anent the faid Revocation. 
Therefore his Majeſtie, with conſent of the three Eſtates, and whole body of this preſent Parliament, hath 
ſaute, enacted, and ordained, and by theſe preſents , ſtatuts, enacts and ordaines in manner following. 
IN the firſt, his Majeſtie and whole Eſtates of Parliament revokes, cafſes, and annuls all Infeftments , 
Chaners, Precepts, Confirmarions, Alienations, Gifts, Donations, Rights, Securities, and other Dif- 
ons whatſoeyer, of any Rents, Lands, Lordihips, Baronies, Heritages, Teinds, Patronages of 
, Offices, Priviledges, and others wharſoever annexed tothe principality , or to the Prince, whois 
ſecond perſon of the Realme , made, convoyed, ſigned, or conſenred unto by his Majeſties ſelfe in his mi- 
toritieand leſſe age, or by his Majeſties umwhile deareſt Father, for himſelfe, as Prince of Scotland ; or 
Father and lawtul adminiſtrator to his Majeſtie , or toumwhile Prince Hemrie his Majeſties Brother , of 
wrthie memorie , or by the ſaid umwhile Prince Henre himſelte, or made and granted by his Majeſties ſaid 
umwhile deareſt Father ; or any other his Majeſties predeceſſors, Kings of Scotland, in their times, to whar 
bererperſon or perſons, in hurt and prejudice of the Prince, ſecond perſon foreſaid: or made and granted 
his Majeſtie at any time preceeding the date hereof, unlawfully , and againſt the lawes of the Kingdome, 
lame being tried and found to be F 
ITEM, His Majeſtic wich conſent of the ſaid Eſtates, revokes, caſſes, annuls, retreats, and reſcinds, 
Uandfundrie Infeftments, grants, diſpoſitions, confirmations, and other rights whatſoeyer, made by 
lis Majeſtic induring his Minoritie and leſſe age, to whatſoeyer perſon, or perſons, in fee, Trank-tenement 
X0therwiſe, of the lands , Kirks, Teinds, patronages, offices, ahdothers pertaining to the Lordſhip of 
Dunfermling , to the which his Majeſtic ſucceeded as onely Sone and Heire, to his Majeſties umwhile deareſt 
Queene Anna, who was heritably Infeft in the ſaid Lordſhip of Dunfermeling. And lick-like, re- 
es all gifts, alienations, diſpoſitions , and other rights whatſoever, made by his Majeſtie, or his ſaid 
Ezreſt Mother, unlawtully , and againſt the Lawes of the Kingdome,, ofthe ſaid Lordſhip, or of any lands, 
winds, offices, Kirks , patronages, and others pertaining tothe ſaid Lordſhip, at any time preceeding the 
, theſame being ſo found and verified before the ordinary Judge.

ITEM, His Majeſtie with conſent foreſaid, reyokes, annuls, retreats, and reſcinds all infeftmens 
donations, alienations, and other diſpoſitions whatſoever made by his Maicſtie, or his ſaid umwhile deaef 
Father, eitherin their Minoritie to their hurt and lefion, orin their Majoritie againſt the Lawes and Ago 
Parliament, to whatſoever perſon, or perſons, of whatſoever lands, rents, annuals, and reyenews wt 
annexttothe Crown, whereof his Majeſties umwhile deareſt Grand-mother Queen Mary , wasin poſſeſſion 
before the Coronation of his Majeſties umwhile deareſt Father of happy memerie. And of all offices, ſuc 
as Chamberlanaries , Bailliaries, office of Cuſtomarie made for moe yeares, bur from the Exchequer; tl 

the compt be made inthe Exchequer following, Conſtableries , Bailliaries, Tackes and rentals of his Majeſtie 
Proper lands andrents, aboye the ſpace of _— , made and granted contrary and againſt the Laye 
and Acts of Parliament of the Kingdome, the ſame being ſo found and tryed. 

ITEM, His Majeſtie with conſent of the Eſtates, reyokes, caſles, annuls, retreats, and reſcinds, 
all and whatſoever Infeftments, rentals, and other rights whatſoeyer of any part of the annext roperty, or 
of the few-fermes of whatſoever proper lands annext to his Majelties Crowne, made to whatloever perſon 
by his Majeſtic, or his umwhile deareſt Father; orany other his Majeſties predeceſſors, which are made 
in diminution of the rental, and hurt of the patrimonie of the Crowne, where the diminution may he

liament preſently conyeened: Remembring that at the firſt inſtitution of the —_ of Juſtice, and diver 


times thereafter in the Parliaments ratifying the ſame, his Majeſties Royall Anteceſſors , and Eſtates ofthe 
Realme then aſſembled, found the erection of that Honourable Conſiſtorie( which is a biding monumente{ 
the Glorie of their Reignes ) nor onely to be moſt uſeful for Royall ſervice , but alſo neceſſary and profitable 
for the peace of the Kingdome , and to the ſecne good and comfort of all the Subje&ts. And confideringtha 
the proviſion allowed of before to the Lords of Seſſion, was no waies ſufficient for defraying of their charges, 
and _ _— their continual atrendance , their priyat affaires are neglected, and great loſſes thereby lu 
ſtai them. | J 
THEREFORE, andtothe effect the ſaids Senators, and Lords of Seſſion preſent and to come, may 
be more encouraged togoe on, and to perſiſt asthey doc in their zeale and affections to his Majeſticsſervice, 
and in faithful miniſtration of Juſtice, to the general weal of the Realme, and all the Lieges. Thefaids 
Eſtates with the ſpecial approbation and gracious good liking of the Kings Sacred Majeſtie, have mot freely 
condiſcended, ſtatute and enacted, thar a "Taxation be preſently impoſed upon their Lands and Means, 
which with his Majeſtics conſent foreſaid, they ordaine to be colle&ed and payed ro the effect, in manner,

Theſume of ten ſhillings money at the Feaſt and rearme of Marti 
next to come, in this inſtant year of God ,16 33. years the ſume of other ten ſhillings money,ar the F caſtaod 
tearme of Martinmas, 1634. years: the ſume of other ten ſhillings money , at the Feaſt and tearm of Matt 
mas,16 z5. yeares: and the ſume of other ten ſhillings money, at the Feaſt & tearme of Martinmas, 1 636. yea 
Andthe Arch-biſhops, & Biſhops for the Spiritual Eſtate haye granted that there ſhall be up-lifted of all Arch- 
pan ge; , Biſhopricks, Abbacies, Pryories , and other inferior Benefices , within this Kingdome, at ever 
one ot the foure termes aboye-ſpecificd,the juſt taxatione thereof,as they have been accuſtomed to be _

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time by-gone, whenſoeyer the temporal lands of this Kingome were ſtented to ten ſhitfings the land 
ofold extent: And the fame taxation to be payed ateverie one of the four tearmes above-ſpecified. And the 
i of Burrowes for their Eſtate have granted, that there ſhall be up-lifted of all the Burrowes 
githin this Kingdome , ar everie one of the foure tearmes aboye-written , the-juſt raxation thereof, as they 
zave beene accuſtomed to be taxed untoin all time by-gone , whenſoever the Temporal lands of this King- 
4ame were ſented to ten ſhillings the pound land of old extent: And the ſaid taxation to be. payed at everie 
eofthe ſaids foure tearmes above-written.

riour Courts. -in which Courts the people did in natne of the Uſurpers, or under the notion ofthe _ 
Keepers ot the Liberties, protecute and deiend their ſeveral Caules and Intercits, rthele many yearspaſt 
And his Majeſty conſidering that the matters agitate, purſued and concluded, were tor the moſt pay 
things of courſe, belonging to the ordinary Judicatories formerly eſtabliſhed in this Kingdom ; ad 
being unwilling that the people ſhould bepur to any further trouble, where Matters have been afted,

ſions; and tor that cfteCt toule all lawful maner of probation as ſaid is: And ordains general Letters 
to be direct gratis upon the ſaids Commiſſioners, their Decreets, at the inſtance ot the reſpeQtive 
Colle&ors; or otherwayes with power to the faids Commiſſioners, to poynd and diſtrenizie upon their 
own Decreets, quarter upon the Deficicnts, or impriſen their perſons till payment be made of the 
ſums due by them, as well principal as expences; and which expences the 1aids Commiſſioners are 
hereby impowred ro modifte. And itis hereby Declared, 'That there ſhall be no neceſſity to apprize

He Eſtates of Parliament, conſidering that the- Peace and happineſs of this Kingdom, and of 
| His Majeſties good SubyeCts therein, doth depend upon the Safety of His Majeſties Perſon, 
and the Maintenance ot His Royal Authority, Power and Greatneſs; And that all the miſeries, con- 
fuſions and diſorders which this Kingdom hath groaned under, theſe rwenty years, have iſſued trom, 
and beenthe neceſſary and natural produtts of rhele negle&ts, contempts and invaſions, which in and 
from the beginning ot thele troubles, were upon the ſpecious (bur falſe) pretexts of Reformation (the 
common cloak of all Rebellions) offered unto the Sacred Perion and Royal Authoriry ot rhe Kings 
Mijefty, and His Royal Father of bleſſed memory. And notwithſtanding, that by the facred Right, 
inherent tothe Imperial Crown (which His Majeſty holds immediatly trom GOD Almighty alone) and 
bytheancient conſtitution and tundamental Laws of the Kingdom; the power of convocating and keep- 
no Aſſemblies of rhe Subjects; rhe power of Calling, Holding,Proroguing and Diſlolving of Parliaments, 

making of Laws, the power of entering into Bonds, Covenants, Leagues and Treaties; the power 

of raiſing Armes, Looping ot Strengths and Forts, are Eſſential parts, and Inſeparable priviledges of 
the Royal Authority and Prerogative of rhe Kings of this Kingdom: Yet, fuch hath been the 
madneſs and deluſion of theſe times, that even Religion it ſelf, which holds the Right of Kings ro

telon that raged in many tor the time, that not content of that peace” and happinels, which even 

| dove their Rekircs, was ſecured to them ; nor of thoſe many. Grants of honour and profit, by which, 
tis Majeſty endeaygured to endear the moſt deſperate of them to their duty and obedience, they 
when His Majeſty had not lett unto them any pretence or ſhadow of any new deſire ro be pro- 
either concerning themſelves or the Kingdom, did moſt unworthily. engage, to ſubvert His 
Mojeſties Govertiment, and the publick Peace of the Kingdom of England: For which purpoſe, having 
in a League with ſome there, they, for the better proſecution ofthe ſame, did aflume unto. 
themſelves, the Royal Power, kept and held Parliaments at their pleaſure; by the pretended Authority 
of which, they laid new exa&tions upon the people (which-in one monerh did far excecd what cycr

And His Majeſty , being unwilling to take any advantage of the tailings of 
His Subjects during thoſe unhappy times, is reſolved not to retain any rememberance thereot, hue 
that the ſame ſhall be held in everlaſting oblivion; and that all difference and animoſities being fot. 
gotten, His good Subjects may ina happy union, under His Royal Government, enjoy that haphi. 
neſs and peace, which His Mazeſty intends, and really wiſheth unto them as unto Himſelf, Dot 
therefore by advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, grant His full Aſſurance and 

nity to all perſons that a&ed in, or by vertue of the aid pretended Parliamentsand other Mecting 
flowing from the ſame, to be unqueſtioned in their Lives or Fortunes, forany Deed or Deeds done 
by them in their ſaid uſurpation, or by vertue of any pretended Authority derived therefrom, ex. 
cepting alwayes, ſuch as ſhall be excepred in a general AC of Indempnity, to be paſt by His Ms 
jeſty in this Parliament. And it is hereby declared, That all A&s, Rights and Securities, palt in 
any of the pretended Mectings above-written , or by vertue thereof , in favours of any pat» 


- cular perſons, for their civil and private intereſts, ſhall ſtand good and valid unto them, untill the 


ſame be taken into further conſideration, and be determined in this, or the next Seſſion of this Pat 
lament.

Ur SoveraignLord, with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, conſidering theinſolency 

of Excommunicarte Papiſts and others, who {light the dreadful Sentence of Excommunication, to 
thediſhonour of GOD, and obduring of their own hearts ; Doth therefore ratifie and Approve all Ads 
of Parliament and Acts of Privy Council , ſtanding before the year one thouſand ſix hundred and 
tourty, againſt Exconmunicate Perſons. And Statutes and Ordains, That in time coming , 
fourty dayes being paſt after the ſaid Sentence of Excommunication , Letters be direQ-at the

And that no, 
withſtanding hereof, ſundry, either our of diſaffeCtion tothe Religion preſently proteſicd in this King, 
dom, or being deſirous to eſchew the Cenſures of this Kirk, or to fatisfic their promiſe of Marritgg 
formerly made to others, or to decline the concurrence and conſent of their Parents or others haying 
intereſt, or out of ſome other unlawful pretext, do procure themſelves to be Married,and are Mg. 
ried cither in a Clandeſtine way, contrary to theeſtabliſhed order of rhe Kirk, or by Jeluirs, Prieſts 
Depoſed or Suſpended Miniſters, or any other not authorized by this Kirk. Theretore His Majefh, 
with advice of His ſaids Eſtates, Statutes and Ordains, that whatlocyer perſon or perſons, ſhall here. 
after Marry or procure themſelyes to be Married in a Clandeſtine and inorderly way, or by Jeſuig, 
Prieſts, or any other not authorized by this Kirk ; that they ſhall be impriſoned for three monerhs, and 
beſide their Gid impriſonment ſhall pay, Each Nobleman,one thouſand pounds Scets ; each Barronand 
landed Gentleman, one thouſand merks ; each Gentleman and Burgeſs, five hundred pounds; each 
other perſon, one hundred merks; and that they ſhall remain in Priſon, ay and while they nake 
payment of theſe reſpefFive penalties above-mentioned, which are hereby ordained, to be applyed 
to Pious uſes, within the ſeveral Paroches where the ſaids perſons dwels. And that the Celebratar 
of ſuch Marriages be baniſhed the kingdom, never toreturn therein, under the pain of Death. Like. 
as His Majeſty, with advice foreſaid, Prohibites and Diſcharges all. men and women, having both 
their otdinar reſidence within this Kingdom, to get Marriage to thcmlelves with others within the 
Kingdom of Engl:nd, or Ireland, without Proclamation of Banns here in Scotland, and againſt the 
Order and Conttitution of tbis Church, or Kingdom, under the pains following, vsz. For ad 
Nobleman ſo Married, one thouſand pounds; for each landed Gentleman, one thouſand merks; for 
each Burgels, five hundred pounds; and for each other Subſtantious perſon, five hundred merks; for 
an Yeoman,one hundred pounds; for each perſon of interior quality,one hundred merks ; the one half 
of the which penaltics, ſhall belong to the Kings Majeſty, the other to the Paroch, or Paroches 
where the Married Parties did reſide ; and Ordains His Majeſtzes Advocat, and the Procurator forthe 
Kirk, to purſue before the civil Judge,the Parties Contravecncrs of this A&t, or cither part thereof, for 
payment of the penalties reſpet#:ve — and in caſe of the poor condition of any man; 
Married in manner forefaid, Ordains him to be puniſhed with Stocks and Irons : Which pains corpo- 
ral and pecunial, ſhall no wayes be prejudicial to, or derogat from, the Order and Cenſures of the 
Kirks, to be inflicted againſt the Delinquents.

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«ual or one thouſand pounds (all Few Duties being deduCted) ſhall be, and are capable to vote in 
the EleQtion of Commiſiioners of Parliaments, and to be elccted Commiti;oncrs to Parliaments; cx- 
cepting alwayes from this ACt all Noblemen and their Vaſlals. And it being juſt, that thoſe who 
ſhall be cholen and accordingly ſhall attend His Majeſtzes and the Kingdoms fervicein Parliaments, 
have allowance for their charges; His Majeſty doth therefore, with advice foreſaid, Modific and Ap= 
point five ounds Scots of daily allowance to every Commiſſioner from any Shire , including the 
6ft and lat dayes of tlic Parhament, togerher with eight dayes for their comming, and as much 
fortheir return, trom the turtheſt Shires of CazthneſSand Sutherland; and proportionably at nearer di- 
ftances; and that the whole Free-holders, Heritors and Liferenters, holding ot the King and Prince, 
fhall according to the proportion of their Lands and Rents, lying Within the Shire, be lyable and 
dblieged in the paymenroot the ſaid allowance, excepting Noblemen and their Vaſſals. For payment 
of which, all execution of Horning, Poynding and Quarrtering is to paſſe, as for raiſing ot the Exciſe, 
and that according as the time and dayes of the Parliament ſhall be arreſted under the Clerk of Re- 
ters hand. And becauſe art this time, ſome Commiſſioners of Shires have been pur to extraordi- 
nary CXPeNnces iN providing of Footmantles for the riding of the Parliament; It is hercby Statute, 
That the Commiſſioners ſhall be relieved of the prices thereof, ro be given in under their hands ; 
and that the prices of the Footmantles be raiſed in the ſame way and by the ſame execution, with 
the daily allowance aforeſaid; the Commiſſioners alwayes, at the riſing of each Parliament , making 
the Footmantles forthcoming to the Shire, to be diſpoſed as they ſhall think fir,

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Jour rag as the Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty, conſidering how neceſſar it is for the right and 
orderly adminiſtration of GO D's Worſhip, and the exerciſes of Religion, and for keeping of

Kirks or Stipends, be granted by them to ſuch perſons only, as ſhall give ſufficient evidence of their 
Pity; Loyalty, Literature and peaccable Diſpoſition ; And ſhall, in preſence of the Patron or his 
, and of the Sheriff of the Shire, Stewart of the Stewartry, or heretable Baily or Commiſ- 
far of the bounds, -if it be in the Countrey, and of the Magiſtrates of the Burroughs within the 
Burgh, before the granting and their accepting the Preſentation, take and ſubſcribe the Oath of AL 
kagiance, the ſaid Sheriff, Stewart, Baily, Commiſſar and RG having firſt taken the Oath 
themſelves.

jeſty with advice foreſaid, Ordains to be printed and publiſhed. And to prevent all abuſe and pre 
judice to the ſaid Mint, that may occur and fall out by the Cuſtomers exaCting of His Mijefties 
and His predeceſſors, their own Coyn from the Merchants exporters of the Commodities lyable in 
paiment of the quantities of Bullion, as is aforcſaid, or elſe exaCting ſo much per ounce of the ſaid 
Merchant exporter, to the great prejudice and utter deſtruction of the ſaid Mint, His Majeſty, with

rute and Ordained by Our Soyeraigne Lord, with advice and conſent forefaid , That no perſon ſhall hire nor 
ſeduce any Water-men, Windſ-men and Gateſ-men, withour a Teſtimonial of the Maſter whom they ſerye, 
under the pains contained in the former Acts in all points, And becauſc itis found by experience, thatthe 
giving of great Fees, hath been a mean and way to ſeduce and bring Coal-hewers from their Maſters, [tis 
Therefore alſo Statute and Ordained , That it thall not be lawful for any Coal-Maſters in this Kingdom, to 
give any greater Fee then the ſum of twentie merks in Fee or Bounteth, under any colouror pretext: and 
becauſe the ſaids Coal-hewers and Salters, and other work-men in Coal-hewghs within this Kingdom, do 
from their work at Paſth, Zule, Whitſonday, and certain other times inthe yeare ; which times they im- 

loy in Drinki and Debauchry , tothe great offence of God, and prejudice of their Maſters; Iris There- 
ore Statute and Ordained, that the ſaids Coal-hewers and Salters, and other Work-men in Coal-heughsof 
this Kingdom , work all the ſix dayes of the week, except the time of Chriſtmaſſe , under the paine of twen- 
ſhillings Scots, to be paid to their Maſter; ſor ilk dayes failzie(by and atrour the prejudice ſuſtained 
by theirſaids Maſters ) and other puiſhment of their bodies.

UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, conſidering that the prices of all Merchandice do dayly riſe 

() ro exceeding, great dearth, which is alleaged to be occaſioned through extraordinary Cuſtoms and 

Impoſitions. For remedy whereof, His Majeſtic , with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parlia- 

ment Doth diſcharge all and ſundrie whatſoever Cuſtoms and Impoſitions exacted by the Cuſtomers, 

which are nor allowed by the Acts of Parliament , and eſpecially the late Cuſtom of two and an half per cent, 

and the late new Impoſition of four pounds _=_ the Tun of Wine, aud all raiſings of His Majeſties

Cuſtoms, dire&tly or indirectly, without conſent of Parliament. And becauſe that the too much trou- 
bling of Merchants, and drawing of Maſters and Mariners from their ordinary charges, doth much im- 
pede the Trade; Therefore His Majeſtie, with advice and conſent foreſaid , diſcharges the taking of 
Merchants, Maſters and Mariners Oaths in the matter of Cuſtoms.

He Eſtates of Parliament taking into their conſideration, the miſerics , confuſions, bondage and 
. oppreſlions, this Kingdom hath groaned under fince the year, one thouſand, fix hundred, and 
thiny ſeven, with the cauſes and occaſions thereof, Do with all humble duty and thankfulneſs acknow- 
kdge His Majeſtics unparrallel'd grace and goodneſs, in paſſing by the many miſcarriages of His Sub- 
xs, and reſtoring the Church and Stare to their ancient Liberties, Freedom, Rights and Poſleſſions; 
add the great Obligations thereby lying upon them to expreſs all poſſible care and zeal inthe preſerya- 
tion of His Majeſties Perſon, (in whoſe honour and happineſs conſiſterh the good and welfare of His 
pple) and in the ſecurity and eſtabliſhment of His Royal Authoritic and Government, againſt all ſuch 
attempts and practices for the time ro come. And fince the riſe and progreſs of the late trou- 

dles, did, in a great meaſure proceed from ſome treaſonable and ſeditious poſitions infuſed into the people, 
That it was lawfull to Subjects, for Reformation, to enter mto Covenants and Leagues, or to take

declared and adjudged Traitors, and ſhall ſuffer forteitureof life, honour, lands and goods as in caſes of 
high Treaſon. And further, it is by His Majeſty and Eſtates of Parliament Declared , Statute and En- 
acted, That if any perſon or perſons ſhall, by Writing, Printing , Praying, Preaching , Libelling , Re 
monſtrating , or by any malicious and adviſed ſpeaking , expreſs, publiſh or declare any words or ſentences 
to ſtir up the people to the hatred ot diſlike of His Majeſties Royal Prerogative & Supremacy in cauſes Eccle- 
ſlaſtick, or of the Government of the Church by Archbiſhops and Biſhops as it is now ſetled by Law , orto 
Juſtifie any of the deeds, actings, practices or things above-mentioned and declared againſt by this preſent

UR SOVERAIGNE LORD conſidering , That notwithſtanding the many laudable Laws 
made by His Royal Progenitors , for ſuppreſſing of Theft, Robberies, Depredations, &c. Yetſome 
ons have of late, and daily do commit ſeveral Out-rages, Thefts and Robberies upon the pet-. 

ſons and goods of divers of His Majeſties faithful Subje&ts, rothediſhonour of Religion, contempt of His 
Majeſties Authority , and reproach of the Nation. And His Majeſty being moſt will to remedy theſe in- 
ſolencies for the furure, thar ſo all His good Subjects may find the fruit and effect of His happy Reſtauration, 
inthe ſafe proteRtion of their perſons, and ſecure poſſeſſion of their goods; Doth therefore, with advice and 
conſent of His Eſtates ot Parliament, Statute and Ordain, That whenſoever any Oppresſions , Heriſhips, 
Reis, Sornings, Thefts, Robberies or Depredations ſhall happen to be committed within an part of this 
Kingdom, by whatſoever perſon or perſons ;. the owner of the Goods away-taken ihall immedady after the 
wayZaking of the ſame, by himſelf or ſome in his name, give intimartion thereof to the Sheriff of the Shire 
achis Depur&s, or any of the Juſtices of Peace or Conſtables within the Paroch out of which the Goods are

forefaid , to riſe in Arms and follow and purſue them, and require all the fenſible perſons in any other Pa- 
wchthey ſhall happen to pals through to joyn with them and which perſons ſhall be obliged to dotheſame, 
under the pain of being lyable tor the Goods or value thereof, as ſaidis) inthe proſecution and recovery of 
the aids Goods , that ſo the Goods may be reſtored ro the right owners, and the Depredators puniſhed ac- 
cording to Law. Iris likewiſe Statute and Ordained, That if the purſuer of the Goods ſhall not be able, af- 
terall his urmoſt endeavours, with concurrence aforeſaid, to recover the faids Goods and apprehend the 
Way-takers thereof , then and in that caſe the reſpective Heritors , Wodſetrers and Fewers within the Patbch 
wherein the Goods ſhall be found to have been diſpoſed of or ſparpelled , ſhall be lyable for the value of the 
faids Goods according to their ſeyeral intereſts. And further ir is Statute and Ordained, That in caſe it ſhall 
happen the parties whoſe Goods ſhall be taken away, or thoſe that are obliged toriſe with them in manner 
forelaid,, to ſlay , hurt or murilatin the ſaid purſure, any of the Way-takers thereof or their aſſociats ; yet 
notwithſtanding they ſhall never be drawn in queſtion, nor lyable in any purſute,, Civil or Criminal, forthe 
ſadflaughter, mutilation or other hurt, butare hereby as freely remitted as if they had our Soyeraign Lords 

Commiſion for that efie&t. And for the better ſuppresſing of the foreſaids Thefts, Robberies and 

redations, and puniſhing of the perſons commitrers thereof, the Shecitts in the reſpective Shires and 
their __— , arehereby ſtrictly required to put in execution the power allowed to them by the former 
Ads and Laws of the Nation, tor purſuing and apprehending Robbers and T heeyes, with all other perſons 
who haye no certain reſidence nor known way of livelyhood , and that under the pains contained in the fore- 
laid Atts reſpective. And for defraying of the ſaids Sheritis and their Depures their charges, aad rewarding 
their pains | the Lands, Goods and Geer of the faids Theeyes and Robbers and their Reſſetters, and the 
Refletters of ſuch perſons as have no certain reſidence nor known way of Inns , 2s ſaid is, ſhall be 
made uſe of and imployed , at leaſt, ſo much thereof as the Lords of His Majeities Privy Council ſhall think 
fitupon conſideration of the cale. 

And further it is Statute and Ordained , ,That the In-bringer of every Robber and Theet, after he 1s out- 
layed and denunced Fugitive , ſhall have two hundred pounds Scots for eyery Theef and Robber ſo appre- 
hended and brought in : Andall Sheritts of Counties and their Deputes; Magiſtrates of Burghs and Jultices 
ofPeace are hereby required to receave the ſaid Theef or Robber ott their hands without delay, giving the 
I-bringer of the ſaid Theef or Robber a receipt thereof under his or their hands: Tothe end, he may repair 
toHis Majeſties Secret Council , and receive the reward afore-mentioned.

E CHARLES, by the grace of GOD, King of Great Britain, France and Ireland , Deſen- 
der of the Faith , raking to our conſideration , T hat during the time of the late troubles, and 
occaſion thereof , many Writes, Declarations, Ratifications and other Deeds may have paſt Our 
ar to the prejudice of the Church, Our Eſtate, Patrimony, and juſt intereſt of our Subjetts, and 
derogatory to our honour , the previledges of our Crown , and dignity of our Perſon, either before wwe at- 
tamed to the age of twenty one years or thereafter; as alſo, that many Deeds might have paſt our 
Riyal Fathers hands ary the late wars, to the enorm hurt and leſion of His Sacred © Majeſty , in 
all the particular wayes abou expreſt , which by the Laws of this our Kingdom can no wayes be binding, 
# obligatory againſt us, but by vertue of the [aids Laws maybe revocked. And ſeeing , before our re- 
turn to the Government of our Kingdoms , in May one thouſand, ſix hundred and ſixty, we had not the 
ft acraſun of Fudicatories within this our Ancient Kingdom, to whom wwe (according to the practice 
of owr Royal Anceſtors ) might have drretied our Revocation of ſuch Deeds: T herefore , now after that 
war, ? the bleſſing of Almighty God, returned to the exerciſe of our juſt, lawful and Royal Au- 
thority, do, by theſe preſents, Revock, Caſs, Annul, Retreat and Reſtind all Atts of pretended Parlt- 
aments, Conventions or Councils, Declarations, Treaties or Ratifications ofthe ſame ; and all and ſim- 
dy Infeftments , Charters, Gifts, Donations, Diſpoſitions, Confirmations , Penſions , Tacks, Aſſe- 
dations, and other Rights and Deeds whatſoever , conveyed, ſigned or conſented to by us, to what0- 
ever per/on or perſons, of anyRents, Lands, Temas, Patronages, Offices , Few-farmes, Caſualitres, 
Prevledges, Services and others whatſoever, which the Laws and conſuetude of our ſaid Realm al. 
lnweth us to Revock, either paſt by us in our Minority, or ſince, at any time preceeding the twenty 
wath day of May , one thouſand, ſux hundred and ſixty, or by our Royal Father of Jo and ble/zd 
memory , at any time ſimce the year one thouſand, ſix hundred and thirty ſeven, to the hurt or Prejudice 
of the Church, His or Our Honour, Eſtate, Patrimony, Priviledges of our Crown, Dzgntty of His 
o Our Perſon, or juſt right and intereſt of our Subjetts. And We Will and Declare, and by cur S9- 
wraign, Royal Autharity Ordain, That theſe preſents ſhall be as amply extended, and of as great farce 
frength, andeffett, in general and im ſpecial, as any Revocation made by any of our Royal Predeceſſars 
contamed in the Books and Records of Parkament , which mm all heads, clauſes and circumſtances there.

T? Kings moſt Excellent Majeſtie conſidering ,that by the late troubles , divers of His SubjeRts , of this his 
ancient Kingdom of Sco7land, have fallen under, and are involved in many great crimes, faults, offences & 
other deeds of commiſſion & omiſſion, whereby they have contraveened the Laws of this Kingdom, & thereby 
rendred themſelves lyable to the pains, penalties, cenſures due thereto: And being moſt defoen that a pet- 
fect peace be ſetled in this Kingdom , and that all His good Subjects may be ſenſible of. and enjoy the happ 
neſs and bleſſings of His Government, - and that no crime, offence or other deed whatſoever , committed 
againſt His Majeſtie, or His Royal Father of bleſſed memory, or by any of His Majeſties Subjects againſt 
another , in relation to the late troubles , ſhall hereafter riſe in Judgment , or be brought in queſtion 
againſt any of them before any Judge , Civil or Criminal, to the prejudice either of their lives, Eſtates , Offi 
ccs, priviledpes , Liberties or reputations: Bur that all ſeeds of future difterences, and remembrance of former 


pro- 
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proceedings, may as well by his Majeſty, as by his Subjects one towards another, be forgotten; and 
thar all names of reproach or diſtinction which have*been uſed, or may revive the memory of the late 
differences, be buried in Oblivion. Therefore, His Majeſtie , of His ſignal prudence; Grace and Good- 
neſs, Doth, with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, Declare, Srarute and Ordain , That 
all manner of Treaſons, Rebellions, Murthers, Offences, Crimes, Contempts, Injurics , Miſdemea- 
nors and all other Deeds, as well of comiſlion as omitlion, commanded, actcd or done by any perſon 
or perſons, by vertue of any power or warrand of any pretended Parliament, Council or their Com- 
mittees, Commanders of Armics, or others pretending Authority, under whatſoever title, name or 
deſignation , ſince the firſt day of 7arrary, one thouſand, fix hundred and thirty ſeven years, and be- 
fore the firſt day of September, one thouſand, fix hundred and ſixty, ( other then ſuch as arc hereafter

Decreets, Sentences and Orders, had been ſpecially and particularly hecc inſert . and in exprefſe words Par- 
dmed and Releaſed ; and that none be hereafter, in any maner of way purſucd or queſtioned for the 
fame , but that theſe preſents ſhall be in all caſes , in Judgment and outwith the ſame , a ſufi- 
cient defence and exoneration to all parties concerned : Dilcharging hereby , all and ſundrie Judges , 
Civil and Criminal, to give order for intenting any Proceſs, cither atthe inſtance of his Majeſties Advocat , 
wpainſt the Subjects, or at the inſtance of any ot the Subjects againſt another, for any of the ſaids Crimes, 
Faults, Offences or other deeds, orto proceed in any Proceſs already intended, or tobe intended there- 
anent.

hetaken up, and to tax and ſtintthe perſons withinthe Paroch, according to the eſtimation of their ſub- 
Gaace, without exception of perſons, to ſuch weekly charges and contributions, as ſhould be thought 
ſufficient to ſuſtain theſaid poor People: And the hundred and (ixty eight Act of the filteenth Parliament 
James the ſixth , Ratifying the former AQ; With this addition, Thar ſtrong Beygars with their Bairns, 
teimployed in common Works, and thatthey ſhall continue ſervants thereinduring their life-rimes. - And

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chem for their encouragment, the ableſt and firteſt perſons of ingenious ſpirits and education, will ſhun 
and avoid the undertaking of Functions in Univerſities, for want of ſuch ingenuous means as ſhould in- 
vite, entertain, encourage and obliege men ſufficient for ſuch laborious imployments, to the- great de- 
cay of Learning. and detriment of all ranks of Perſons in the Kingdom : For preventing and re- 
meeding whereof, there being an expedient propoſed, that the Archbiſhops and Biſhops, and the reſt 
of the inferiour Clergy , may allow ſome part yearly of their Rents, Benefices and Maintenance, for 
the ſpace of five years to come, as an exemplary teſtimony of their piery and zeal , for the advan- 
cement of Learning and Religion. Therefore, His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of the Eſtares 
of Parliament , Doth Stature and Ordain, Thar for the croprts and years, one thouſand, fix hundred, and 
{xty four, one thouſand, fix hundred, and ſixty five, one thouſand, fix hundred, and fixty fix, one thou- 
hnd, ſix hundred, and fixty ſeven, and one thouſand, ſix hundred, and ſixty eight, rhere be raiſed year- 
ly, outof the Rents of ilk Archbiſhop and Biihop , the ſum of fifty pounds for every thouſand merks of the 
ids Revenues, and the ſum of fourry pounds our ot every thouſand merks of the Stipends or Benefices of 
every Miniſter , and fo proportionably ſix of the hundred, as the Benefice or Stipend ſhall be valued to be 
more or leſs by the Biſhops of the Diocetſes ; And thar the faids ſeveral proportions, —_ by the 
Biſhops , ſhall be yearly given in to the Archbithops of the reſpective Provinces , or ſuch as ſhall

whom the ſaids Biſhops ſhall be countable : Which ſums ſo to be raiſed , ſhall be diſtribured ro the 
ſeveral Univerſities, according to thoſe proportions which ſhall be afligned by His Majeſty , by a 
Committee to fit at Edinburgh, conſiſting of the Archbiſhops of Sanct-Ardrews and Glaſgow, he 
Biſhops of Edinburgh and Aberdeen , and four others, whereof one to be nominat by the Viſitors

And it ſhall be lawful to the faids Commiſſi- 
oners , Or foreſaid, to proceed in all Summons and Actions to be intended for that effect, 
within the ſpace of two years after the firſt down-ſitring of the Commiſſion. And whereas it may fall 
out, that ſome of the faids Commisfioners, may be un-able to attend the ſervice , through death, 
ſickneſs, or other known impediment ; Therefore, His Majeſty Declares , that He hall be careful 
tw fill their places with other perſons qualified, whoſe oaths for fairhful diſcharge of the ſame- ſhall 
be taken by the Lord Chancellor, or in his abſence, by the Preſident of the faid Commisfſionfor 
the time; And Ordaihs this preſent Commisſion to endure ay and while the fame be diſcharged 
His Majeſty; and the Acts, Decreets and Sentences thereof, to have the force , ſtrength and 
xk of a Decreert and Sentence of Parliament , and the Lords of Sesſion to grant and direct 
Letters of Horning , Poinding and others requiſir , in maner contained in the forefaids Commisſi- 
ons.

Oraſmuch as the Kings Majeſty , conſidering how juſt and neceſlarit was, that the Orthodox Clery 
ſhould be protected from the violence of dilaffeted and diſloyal perſons ; Did therefore, with advice 
of His Privy Council, by His Royal Proclamations of the fifteenth of March and thirteenth of June , on

al or other wicked perſon ; With certification, if rhe actors of ſuch outragesſhould not be apprehended 
.and brought totryal, by the means and diligence of the Parochiners, the Parochioners ſhould be decerned 
to pay to ſuffering Miniſters for reparation, damnage and intereſt , ſuch aſum and fine as His Majeſtie 
Council ſhoulddetermine; as is more fully expreſt in the ſaids proclamations. And the Eſtates of Path 
ment, having taken to their-confideration the procecdings ot His Majeſties Council herein ; and 
that the protection of the Orthodox Clergy , and the reftraming of the inſolency of difaffected, Forge

X ACT for Naturalization of Strangers, 
December $8. 1669. 


{Y UR SOVERAIGN LORD, out of his Innare Bounty and Royal Inclination to fayour and 
rotect Strangers, and for the encreaſe and promoving of Trade and Manufactories, being graciouſly 
pac and willing to give encouragement to Strangers torepairto, and dwell and refide within this King- 
: Hath therefore thought fit, Likeas , his Majeſty , with advice and conſent of his Eſtates of Parliament, 
Jthhereby Srature , Ordain and Declare, Thar all ſtrangers, being ofthe Proteſtant Religion, either ſuch 
vhohaving Eſtates ſhall think fit ro bring the ſame to this Kingdom, todwell and inhabite within the ſame ; 
orwho ſhall come to ſet up new Works and ManufaQtories therein, and ſhall repair to, and ſettle theirabode, 
relling and reſidence within this Kingdom ; ſhall be, and are hereby Naturalized as native born Subje&ts of 
the Kingdom of Scotland , and are to enjoy his Majeſties Royal Protection, the benefit of the Law , andall 
atherPciviledges which a Native dorh enjoy , als freely in all reſpes, as if they themſelves had been born 
within the ſame; and thar they ſhall have liberty and freedom of Trade, and freedom to buy and purchaſe 
Hands, Heretages, and other Goods moyeable and immoveable, and to enjoy the ſame by ſucceſſion, pur- 
caſe or donation , or any other way ; and to diſpoſe thereof and tranſmit them to their Heirs and Succeſſors i 
whoare ro ſucceed thereunto: And to enjoy all other Liberties, Priviledges and Capacities which do belon 
to, andare.competent , or may and ſhall _ to atiy native Subject born within this Kingdom. And 
furher his Majeſty doth Declare, that upon applications to be made unto him by theſe Strangers, He will 
runto them the free and publick exerciſe of their Religion in their own Languages, and the ny 
inn Churches within this his Kingdom. Itis alwayes hereby provided, that no perſon or perſons 
haye the benefit of this At, untill firſt by Petition tothe Lords ot his Majeſties Privy Council, containing 
wexatdeſignation of their names, places of their birth and former reſidence, and that they are of the Pro- 
teſtantReligion, it be found by the Council, that they are qualified according to this Act, and oughtto 
kayerhe benefir thereof. And it is hereby Declared, that theſe preſents, with an Extract of the Act of Coun- 
dl,in favours of the ſaids perſons to the eftecr aforeſaid, ſhall be unto them a ſufficient Naturalization to all 
intents and purpoſes. Which Extract ſhall be given to them freely , without payment of any money or com- 
poficion ; ſave only the Fee of nine pounds Scots money to the Clerks of Council and their Seryants.

UR SOVERAIGN LORD conſidering , that by divers former AQts of Parliament made by the

oCoinage within the Kingdom, and for ſupplying of his Majeſties Mint, being a part of His Prerogative 
ao And his Majeſty and Eſtates of Parliament , being ſtill willing tro ſupport and encourage the ſame, 
toprovide for all neceſſary wayes and remedies for increaſing the ſtock of Coinage within the Kingdom 

adeſpecially thoſe that may be of moſt advantage, and may moſt encourage the Manufactories and the na- 
walgrouh and native Commodities of the Kingdom ; And finding, that the removing of the Bullion from 
he whole native Commodities and others exported forth of this Kingdom, and that the raves. the ſaid 
bullion upon the Commodities imported, or ; nan conſiderable part thereof may very much contnbute there- 
b; And being reſolved, that His Majeſties Mint ſhould be hereby encouraged, and that no hurt or derogation 
ould thereto occur by this change.

Andhis Majelty, with advice foreſaid, Reſcinds and Annulls any Clauſes contained in the forgyy 
thirty ſeyenth Act of the firſt Seſſion of his Majeſties firſt Parliament, orinany other Acts of Parliamay h 
ſofar allanerly as the ſame impoſes Bullion upon the native Commodities of this Kingdom , and others

imported Goods and Commodities under-written be lyable in payment of the ſeycral quantities of Bully, 
afrermentioned, 745.

all other greater Fir-timber, every thouſand twenty ounces; Steel, every hundred weight one ounce; ln 
and Iron-work beaten of all ſorts, every Tun two. ounces; Onions and Aples, every two Ban 
one ounce; Mum-beer, every Barrel four ounces; Prunes, every Tun four ounces; Raiſins, Cy.

And Starutes and Ordains, That the Merchax 
orother 1mporters of the abovewritten Commodities or any of them, make ready payment of the foreſzc 
quantities of. Bullion hereby impoſed, to the Officers of His Majeſtics Mint for the time, being ofthe fine 
neſs of rwelye Deniers, and bcing baſer ro be conſidered by weight and reckoning , and that immediacy 
upon the entry of the ſaids Goods ; And in caſe the ſaid importer ſhall fail to pay in the ſaids Bullion at hiser- 
try, he ſhall be holden and aſtrited, ro make payment of the ſum of twelye Shillings Scots forilkounce 
thereof to the Collectors , at the Port or Precinct where he enters the faids Goods ; And which moneybo 
payed by him at his entry , ſhall be redeemable from the ſaids Colle&ors, upon the payment of the ford 
quantities of Bullion 1n to the Officers of his Majeſties Mint : Provided alwayes, ſuch payment of Bullionhe 
made within fourty dayes, after the date of the entry of the Goods, and not thereafter. And it is hereby De- 
clared, thar ir ſhall not be lawful tothe ſaid Tack{-men, ColleRors or their Deputies, to permit the aids 
importers to break Bulk, or togive them Tranſire's or other warrant thereanent, till firſt rhe ſaids Impor- 
ters report or produce the Mint-maſters receipt of the due quantity of Bullion payed zx /pecie, orelſe, tha 
the Tackſ-men, Colleors or their Depures, receive payment or twelve Shillings Scots for ilk ounce of Bullion

UR SOV ERAIGN LORD and his Eſtates of Parliament, having conſidered the Proceſs of Trex, 
ſon, purſued and deduced at the inſtance of Sir Joby Nisbet of Dyrletoy, His Majeſties Advocy, 
By Warrand and Order of his Majeſties Privy Council before the Juſtice , againſt the gacious atter-mentiona] 
for their treaſonable riſing in Armes, and beingin, and having acceſſion to, the late Rebellion in theWe 
Shires, inthe year of our Lord, one thouſand, ſix hundred, and ſixty ſix ; with the Libels, Interloquitges, 
Probations , Depoſirions of Witneſſes , and the verdicts of Inqueſts and dooms of Forteitures proceeding 
thereupon: Dofind, that the Juſtice and their Aſſeſſors appointed by the Council in the faid Proceſs; in 
finding the ſaid Libels to be relevant, and admitting the ſame to the knowledge of Inqueſts ; and the forelgid 
ak in finding the ſame to be verified and proven, and in giving their yerdicts and dooms of Forfeiture 
thereupon reſpective ; Have proceeded juſtly and warrantably upon relevant Libels, and clear evidences 
and probation ; And therefore, do Ratifie and Approve their proceedings, Interloquiturs,, verdict and 
reſpetive Dooms and Sentences of Forſciture given and pronounced bythem in the ſaid Proceſs, viz.

ordered by his Majeſty or his Privy Council to purſue: And ifthey be cited and do nor appear, the 
Juſtice notwithſtanding of their abſence, may and ought to proceeed to conſider, and give their Interlo- 
quiturs upon the Libel; and if it be found relevant, to admit the ſame to the knowledge of an Aſſze, 
and upon the yerdict of the Inqueſt, finding the ſame to be proven, the Doom and Sentence of For 
' feiture ought to proceed, and be given and pronounced in the ſame manner, as if the perſons 2 
had compeared and were preſent. And his Majeſty, with conſent forefaid, doth remit to the Jultice- 
General, Juſtice-Clerk or Juſtice-Deputes, the Summons and Proceſs of Treaſon, intended at the in- 
ſtance of his Majeſties Adyocat , againſt certain perſons therein mentioned, for their acceſſion to the 
ſaid.

A CT concerning the Exciſe and Cuitomes. 


December 15. 1669. 


Oraſmych as many debates, queſtions and inextricable difficulties do and may ariſe, in leyying and 
indringingoof the Exciſe, impoſed by the fourteenth act of the firſt Seſfion of His Majeſties firſt Par- 
lament, to the great prejudice of His Majeſty, and of the Trade of this Kingdom : Therefore, and for 
preyentin and clearing of the ſame, and to the etfe&, the ſaid Exciſe be more orderly and eaſily leyyed 
2nd collected , His Majeſty with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, Statutes and ordains, 
That notwithſtanding the ſaid Exciſe is due and payable by the Retailers, yer the Importers ſhall be lyable 
far-cthe ſame in time coming, at the rates contained in the ſaid Act, for Wines of all forts, Vinegar and 
Galt; as they are particularly expreſt therein, and that under the proviſions after-ſpecified : To wit, that 
what ſhall not be payed by the Retailers, ſhall be compleatly made up by the Importers, within twelve 
moneths after the importation thereof, for which they are to give ſufficient ſecurity to the Fatmers or Col- 
leftors of his Majeſtics Exciſe, at the entry of the faids Wines, which are to be according as they ſhall be 
loaded at the port from whence they came; And for the ſaid Importers, their greater eaſe and encourage- 
went, his Majeſty , with conſent foreſaid, doth Statute and ordain, That the collectors or Far- 
mers of his Majeſties Exciſe in all time coming, ſhall grant abatement to the ſaid Importers of the 
fourth part of the ſaid Exciſe duties of all Wines and Vinegar imported and entred by them , in conſider- 
ation and upon the account of leckage and decayed Wines, and other hazatds and inconveniencies. 
And further, Itis Starute and Ordained, for the encouragement and greater eaſe and adyantage oftrade 
ad Merchants, that the Importers of all other Goods and commodities, except what is excepred from 
the duties of Exciſe by the forefaid act of Parliament, ſhall pay the Exciſe thereof, accordi 
wthe Books of Rates for His Majeſties cuſtoms, and as the ſaid commodities are and ſhall be yalu 
axdrated inthe fame ; And if any of the ſaids commodities be not contained in the Books of Rates, the Ex- 
aleofthe ſame is declared to be five per cent. according to the yalue of the ſaid Goods; And the Exciſe 
ef the ſaid Commodities is to be payed at the entring of the ſame in the Exciſe-office', unleſs the ſaid Exciſe- 
duty exceed the ſum-of one hundred Merks Scots; in which caſe, the faid Importers ſhall be obliged ro 
| pram ſecurity for payment of the ſaid Exciſe-duty, within fix Moneths after the entring of the 
; they making it alwayes evident, that no Merchant ſhall makeentry of any Goods, bur what pro- 
perly _ to himſelf. And for further encouragement of Trade and Traffick , Itis Statute and Ordai- 
ted, that all Goods and Merchandiſe whatſoever imported, and which ſhall be inſtructed tobe really ex- 
within twelve Moneths after the entring thereof, ſhall be free of Exciſe; andin caſe of payment there- 
o,the ſame ſhall be repaycd at the exportation of the ſaid Commodities , the Importers alwayes making faith, 
thatthe Commodities exported, are the ſame which were imported and entred; andin cafe bond of fecuri- 
hath been given for the exciſe of the ſaid Commodities, rhe ſame ſhall be returned unregiſtrar, or diſcharged 
Phofime be rogifirar, And for the regulating of the Exciſe of Salt, and the better levying and inbringing of 
thefame, his Majeſty, with conſent toreſaid , Statutes and Ordains, that the Imporrers of forraign Salt 
ad forts, at their entring of the ſame at the Exciſe-office, ſhall give ſufficient ſecuriry tor payment of the 
ha thereof, conform tothe Rates contained in the foreſaid foutteenth At, and thatthe Importers ſhall 


obliged by the faid ſecurity , to pay the ſaids reſpeCtive Excile-duties ; for ſuch patcels of the ſaid Salr as 
iled, when and as the fame ſhall happen to be retailed, and to pay compleatly the whole Exciſe 

ofthe faid Salt, within twelve Moneths after the entring thereof, and that whethet the faid Salt hath been 
andimployed upon the cureing of Fiſhes or not ; providing alwayes, there be abated and allowed 
© them, the Exciſe of all Salt that ſhall happen to be caſt away ar Sea ; And likewiſe, the Exciſe of Salt 
expended upon Fiſhes, that may happen tobe caſt away betwixt one Port and another, before the ſame 
teentred, tobe exported our ot this Kingdom, the wrack and quantities of the Salt or Fiſhes loſt there- 
by, being alwayes ſufficiently inſtructed. And further, Itis Ordained that all In-land Salt conſumed 
within this Kingdom , wherher the fame be expended upon Fiſhes orimployed otherwiſe, ſhall belyable 
©the duty of Exciſe, expreſt in the ſaid AR, which ſhall be payed by the firſt buyer thereof, and thar 
before it be carried from the Salt-pans-where it is bought; And albeir it be provided in manner foreſaid, 
that the Exciſe-duties re/pefrve above-mentioned, ſhould be payed tor Forraign and In-land Salt, whether 
tht ſame be-imployed upon Fithes or otherwiſe, and that in _—_— of the great difficulties, to clear 
ad make appear what-Salt is imployed upon Fiſhes or not, and that his Majeſty may be prejudged of 
the Exciſe of Sal, wpon groundleſs pretences, that the ſame hath been , or is to be imployed upon 
lihes; Yet, nevertheleſſe, his Majeſty being moſt willing to give all due encouragement to the Trade of

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White-fiſh of anykind, and of each Laſt of Salmond, and what the Exciſe of the ſame Salt re/pef7;we wil 
amountto, Ending that the Exciſe of the Salr of the Laſt of Herring and White-fiſh , will amounttorhefun 
of ten pounds, four ſhillings Scots, and that the Exciſe of the Salt of each Laſt of Salmond, will amounttoths 
ſum of twelve pounds, money foreſaid. His Ip. with conſent foreſaid , Statutes and Ordains, tha 
there ſhall be no Cuſtom exacted at the exportation of rhe faids Herring and Whire-fiſh, and that wharteye 
the foreſaid ten pounds, four ſhillings of Exciſe , ſhall exceed the Cuſtom payable for the ſaids Herring and 
White-filh, at the exportation thereof , ſhall be in” fn timeouſly payed to the Merchant-exporters, with. 
out any delay , reward or abatementſor each Laſt of Herring and White-fiſh of any kind whatſoever that ſhall 
be exportedout of this Kingdom : And that the forefaid ſum ofrwelye pounds, for the Exciſe of the Salrgf 
each Laſt of Salmond, atthe entry and yon emma ſhall be payed to the Heretors, Liſe-renters and other, 
from whom the Merchant-exporters bought theſe Salmond, they alwayes producing Certificates from: the + 
reſpeRive Heretors and others, making up the juſt quantities contained 1n their Entries; upon which Cert. 
ficate, the ſoreſaid ſum of twelye pounds is to be payed, tothe Hererors and others from whom theſe Yd. 
mond were bought, orto any having their warrand to receivethe ſame ; which ſums re/þ#f77ve above-yri. 
ren, forthe Herring, White-fiſb and Salmond, are to be payed in manner above-ſpecified, by the Colletg 
at the reſpeQive Ports where the ſame ſhall be entered, for whom, the Farmers and principal Colletog ef 
the Excife are to be anſwerable and careful that the ſame ſhall be punctually payed; and in caſe of not pus 
Qual payment, they ſhall be lyable for the parties _—_ providing alwayes, that the ſaid 
White-fiſhes and Salmond, be duly enteredin the Exciſe-otfice, and the exporration thereof ſufficienlyin 
ſtructed to the Colleors, fo as they may certifie the fame under their hands.

ed to go any further. And in hike manner, His Majeſty conſidering, that divers queſtions and debates 
may ariſe, anent the interpretation of ſeyeral Acts and —_— made and granted in fayours of M 
nutactories, for immunity and exemption from the Exciſe or Cuſtom of certain Goods, which ate theMs 
terials of the ſaids ManufaQtories ; Doth hereby, with conſent foreſaid , Stature , Ordain and Declate, 
That no Manufatory ſhall haye the benefit thereof, excepting ſuch as ſhall be, or hath been lawhily 
ercfed ſince the firſt day of January , onethouſand, fix hundred, ſixty one years, and ſhall be found by 
the Lords of His Majelties Exchequer to haye been, orto be erected conform ro the Acts of Parliament, 
and to haye the qualifications required by the ſame. And further, His Majeſty underſtanding , that ##- 
ter ſo large expreſſions of His Majeſties Royal care and tenderneſs for the advancement of Trade and eaſt 
of Merchants, any ſhall be ſo unfaithful as ro preſume to conceal and abſtrat the Goods imported by them, 
thereby evading the payment. of the Cuſtom and Exciſe due and payable to His Majeſty ; not 
His Majeſty will be prejudged of His Cuſtom and Exciſe, bur alſo the Trade of Merchandiſe will bt 
much.endamaged by the faids Merchants their underſelling others,” whodo honeſtly make true entries 
of their Goods, and pay the duties of Cuſtom and Exciſe. Therefore, for preventing of the ſaid 
judice and abuſe , His Majeſty, with conſent foreſaid, doth give power and warrand to the Coll 
ot Cuſtom and Exciſe, or to their Deputies, to call and purſue ſuch perſons who ſhall wilfully and wicke&- | 
ly conceal and abſtra& their Goods, or any part thereof, and not duly enter the ſame, or who halle 
acceſlory., or any wayes aiding and aſſiſting to the concealing or abſtratting thereof ; and that belore 
the Lords of His Majeſties Exchequer , if the faids perſons dwell and reſide within. rwelye miles 
of the place where the faids Lords ſhall happen to fit for the time, or in their option, before any 
other competent Judge: Andin caſe the ſaids perſons livear farther diſtance, it ſhall be lawful tothe ſai 
Collectors or Farmers, ortheir Deputies, to purſue them before the Sheriffs, Stewarts of Stewartries, « 
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iliffs of Regalities, Magiſtrats of Burghs, or any other competent Judges, who are here ired

the contrary thereof notwithſtanding. And to the end, thathis Majeſties Lieges and Merchants, upon 
theoccaſion and pretence foreſaid, be not unjuſtly moleſted and troubled, Itis Ordained, that the 
aids Proceſs and Purſures ſhall be intended within three Moneths after the fraudful abſtraRting and im- .

XIIL 
ACT for annexation of Orknay and Zetland ts the Crown. 


December 17. 1669. 


We Oeunch as the Iſles of Orknay and Zerland are a great and fo conſiderable a part of this His Ma- 
ties ancient Kingdom , that tor divers ages they were the occaſion of much trouble and expence of 
blood and money, for maintaining thereof againſt the invaſion of Forraigners, and recovering the ſame 
our of their hands by Armes and Treaties ; And the faids Ifles being of a great and large extent of 
+ 7% and ſoremote and at fuch a diſtance from the ordinary feat of Juſtice and Judicatories, that 
e Inhabitants within the ſame are nor able to trayel in the winter ſeaſon; and at other times cannot, 
without great trouble and expences, repair to the faid Judicatories to complean when they are oppreſſed 
adprieved. It is notonly fit in order to His Majeſties Intereſt, but will be the great advantage of His 
Majeſties SubjeRts dwelling there, that without interpoſing any other Lord or Superior betwixt his Ma- 
MY and them, they ſhould have ane immediat dependance upon his Majeſty and His Officers, being 
her great ſecurity againſt Forraign attempts and oppreſſion at home. And leeing it is moſt expedient 
gd neceſſar, that a publick Patrimony and certain Reyenue in Lands, Lordſhips and others, ſhould 
elctied upon, and annexed unto his Majeſties Crown, for ſupporting of His Royal Eſtate and Govern- 
Ent, andthe great and neceſlar charges of the ſame , which if not defrayed out of His Majeſties own Pro- 
yand Revenue, would unavoidably ly, and be a heavy burden upon his Majeſties Lieges : And to that 
paſe , divers Acts of Annexation have been made from time to time, and in ſpecial the Earldom of Orknay 
Lordſhip of Zerland, with the pertinents of the ſame, were annexed tothe Crown in the years, one 
land, five hundred, and fourty, and one thouſand, ſix hundred, and twelve, reſpef7rve. And yet importu- 
prong with his Majeſty and his Royal Father, their goodneſs and inclination to gratifie their Subjects, 
Q ebeen induced to give away and part with ſo great a Jewel of their Crown, and to difpone and 
gant Rights of the ſaid Earldom and Lordſhip ; which being found to be to the great prejudice 
His Majeſty, His Crown and Subjects, and contrary ro the Laws and Acts of Parliament of 
is Kingdom, by a Decreet of the Lords of Seſſion, obtained upon the twenty fifth day of February 
 by-paſt, at the inſtance of Sir John Nrsbet of Dirletoun Knight, His Majeſties Advocar, for 
jeſties intereſt, againſt Y/i/ham Farl of eMortoun, Charles Lord of Dalkeith his Son , 
e Viſcount of Grands/toun , and certain other perſons therein mentioned; the ſaids Lords by their 
Decreet foreſaid, have reduced the Contracts, Diſpoſitions , Infeftments, Acts of diſſolution, and 
er Rights therein mentioned , made and granted by His Majeſty and His Royal Father, to, andin fayours 
the deceaſed ///i/l;am Earl of Mortoun, Grand-father to J//1/liam now Earl of Mortoun,and the ſaid George 
Viſcount of Grandi/toun , of the ſaid Earldom of Orknay and Lordſhip of Zerland, with the Rights alſo there- 
U mentioned depending thereupon: and the faid Lords haye found and declared, that His Majeſty 
ah good and undoubted Right to the ſaid Earldom and Lordſhip, as His annexed Property , for the 
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reaſons therein contained; as the faid Decreer at length proports. Therefore, His Majeſty, with adyiee 
and conſent ofthe Eſtates of Parliament, doth Ratifie and Confirm the faid Decreet, and Ordains the ſame 
ro be of full force, ſtrength and effect in all time coming; holding and willing this their Ratification tobe 
ſufficient and efiectual , as if the ſaid Decreer and whole tenor of the ſame were inſert herein. And his Ma 
following the laudable example and practice of his Royal Predeceſſors, doth, with conſent foreſaid , Ratife 
the ſaid fermer Annexation of the ſame ro the Crown ; and withour prejudice thereof, doth of ney 
again unite, annex and incotporat ro His Crown of this His ancient Kingdom, to remain inſeparably wig 
the ſame in all time coming, the ſaid Earldom of Orkray and Lordlhip of Zetland, withall and fundry Iſle 
Holms, Udal-lands and other Lands whatſoever, of what name and by what deſignation ſoever the 
ſame are or may be known, lying within the Sheriffdom of Orknay and pertaining to the faid Earldomang 
Lordſhip, and belonging to his Majeſty in manner torcſaid, in Property or Superiority, or by any other 
Right or Title, together with all Caſtels , Towers, Fortalices, Milns , Multars , Fithings, Annual-rents, Reyer. 
ſions, Patronages of Kirks, and Tcinds, Parſonage and Vicarage pertaining to his Majeſty withinthe boungg 
foreſaid; And all and whatſoever Mines of Gold, Silver, Copper and other Minerals within the fore 
bounds, with the heretable Office of Juſticiary,Sheriftship and Foudric and Admiralty within the foreſaid Iſles, 
and belonging to the ſaid Earldom and Lorthip, with all other Parts, Pendickles and Pertinents, Caſualities, 
Priviledges, Juriſdictions , Offices and others whatſoever pertaining tothe ſame; all which, his Maj 
with conſent {orcſaid , doth unite and annex to His Crown, Declaring the generality forefaid tobe ſuffici 
tothe intent & eficct foreſaid,as it each Parr, Parcel, Pertinent, Office, Patronage or Priviledge belonging ty 
the ſaid Earldom and Lord{hip were herein expreſt. And itis Statute and Declared, That the ſaid 
and Lord{hip, Lands, Teinds, and others above-mentioned, annexed to the Crown in manner for 
faid, ſhall remain therewith inall time coming ; and rhat the ſame or any part thereof ſhall not, mer 
may be given away in Fee and Herctage,,norin Frank-tenement, Life-rent, Penſion or Tack, 
| forthe full duty which may be gotten from , and payed by the Tennents, nor by any other manner of A 
nation, Right or Diſpoſition whatſoever, to any perſon or perſons of whatſoeyer eſtate, degree or 
they be, without Advice, Decreet and Deliberation of the whole Parliament ; and for great, weighty and 
reaſonable cauſes concerning the good, wellfare and publick Intereſt of the whole Kingdom, firſt to be prope. 
edandto be adviſed, and maturely pondered and conſidered by the Eſtates , re zntegra, before any preyiog 
Grant, Right or Deed be given , made or done by his Majeſty or his Succeſſors, concerning the diſpoſition 
of the ſaid Earldom and Lordihip or any part thereof, which may any wayes predetermine them or the 
Eſtates of Parliament , and prejudge the freedom of their Deliberation and Conſent. And if at any ting 
hereafter it ſhall be thought fit to diſpone or grant any Right of any part of the ſaid Earldom and Lordſhip, 
Itis Declared, that the general narrative of -=” ſervices, weighty cauſes and conſiderations ſhall not 
ſufficient; bur the particular cauſes and conſiderations, whereupon His Majeſty and His Succeſſors may 
be induced togrant, and the Eſtates to conſent toſuch Rights, areto be expreſt ; that it may appear, tha 
the ſame is not granted through = amine A or upon private ſuggeſtions or pretences, but for true, juſt 
and reaſonable cauſes and conſiderations of publick concernment. And farther, Ir is Declared, that ifany 
general Act of Diſſolution of His Majeſtics EY thall be made at any time hereafter; the ſaid Earldom

Corns,. the exportation thereof hath been hitherto obſtructed ; And His Majeſty being deſirous for 
of this His ancient Kingdom, to giveall due encouragement to the export of Corns, and to remove 
exery thing which may impede the ſame : Harh therefore thought fit, Like-as, His Majeſty, with advice 
andconſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, dorh Statute and Declare, Thar all Corns which ſhall be exported 
intime coming by His Majeſties Subjects forth of this Kingdom, ſhall be free, and are hereby diſcharged of 
thepayment of Cuſtom, Bullion , andall other Duties wharſoever, except one Merk Scots allanerly torilk 
Geer. Andleſt any conſiderable prejudice ſhould thereby enſue to His Majeſties Cuſtoms, it is Statute 
ad Ordained , that the Duties after-mentioned are and ſhall be impgſed upon the Commodities following , 
az. Tenſhillings Scots _ ilk Barrel of Tar, andtwenty ſhillings Scots upon ilk Tun of Iron imported 
inothis Kingdom , and that over and above all former Impoſitions put thereon ; and the Cuſtomers, Col- 
ors and their Deputies are hereby appointed and impowered to uplift the ſame accordingly. And for pre- 
ting any debates that may ariſe anenr the reſpective prices of the Vittual, when the ſame are under or a- 
bore the rates expreſt in che ſaid At; His Majeſty, with advice foreſaid, doth recommend to, and autho- 
tzerh the Lords of Privy Council to determine the ſame; And Declares, that it ſhall be lawful ro His Maje-
